ONE HOT POTATO City Council appeared 
poised to vote Thursday to authorize raising 
Austin’s Hotel Occupancy Tax by 2%, to the 
maximum level allowed by state law - thereby 
claim-jumping a proposal by Travis County to 
do the same.

My wife’s parents lived for a long time in 
El Paso, not far at all from Cielo Vista Mall.

Both of us - he’s almost 23 now - carry at

Paso in our souls, 
unlike this asshole 
choad from Collin 
County who decided 
it was his right to 
drive halfway across 
Texas and shoot the place up. Rick him. 

My son’s lived his whole life in the same 
place, here with his parents, but hell, I don’t 
know what he’s doing all the time. I wouldn’t 


know if he was on 8Chan, though I’d be 
shocked if he was, since he thinks as I do 
and (I hope) you do about race and culture 
and gender as essential components of 
human dignity, and about the imperative 
for all of us to live 
with intelligence and 
love. 

I do know he plays 
video games. I do 
know that he, and I, 
and lots of you, have 
lived lives with enough purpose and energy 
to get ourselves into scrapes where our 
mental health may get banged up. But 
we’re not killers. And toads like Lt. Gov. 


Dan Patrick who want to yank out those 
bullshit excuses for crap like this - any¬ 
thing so they don’t have to explain why they 
need cheap and easy guns so badly - well, 
they can go fuck right off too. 

My son knows I’m writing about him. We 
talked about what the young white men 
who look like him are doing these days. He 
says you can tell who the chans and fashies 
and incels will be. It’s the white boys who 
got through their middle-class boyhood and 
are his age now and have nothing going on. 
“They went off to play Division III ball at 
some directional school, and barely gradu¬ 
ated from college, and now they’re back.”

ALWAYS UNDER A LITRE BIT OF PRESSURE 

My son says Austin, our fair and liberal city, is actually 
not a terribly fertile breeding ground for young white racist, 
fascist trash like this prick from Collin County - you have 
to go out to the edges of Williamson or Comal County to find 
those. But our town is, he cautions, a very productive petri 
dish for the worst strains of incel misogyny, those that 
infect the intellectual swamp in which wallowed this past 
weekend’s other mass murderer - the dude in Dayton. 

There are lots of those guys, and the young women in my 
son’s life and cohort know it. They are always on guard, 
always under a little bit of pressure, to stay out of danger. They 
know, or hope they know, how to de-escalate and disengage 
from encounters with the wrong guys - often online, often 
unsolicited - without provoking harassment, abuse, or a dead¬ 
ly rampage. Usually, of course, they avoid the latter; the guys, 
feeling the freedom from consequence that comes with digital 
anonymity, simply call them horrible names and go. But this 
is what they deal with now: an ongoing terroristic threat. 

That threat’s larger than the spectre of gun violence, of 
the bloody madness that we’re supposed to accept can hap¬ 
pen anywhere and anytime. It’s the sparks thrown off by 
repeated collisions with mindless white supremacy, toxic 
masculinity, complacent middle-class entitlement, that 
might blow us all up. Gun addicts shriek and freak about 
their rights being violated, filled with an anger that must 
feel better to them than whatever dark stuff it allows them 
not to feel instead - embarrassment? Fear? Weakness? 

HAVING OBVIOUS RULES IN SOCIETY 
THAT SAFEGUARD US FROM THE 
MISUSE OF GUNS SHOULD NOT MAKE 
ANYONE FEEL “LESS THAN,” BUT 
CLEARLY IT DOES, AS WE SEE EVERY 
TIME THIS BULLSHIT HAPPENS. 

HOW WE SHOULD AND SHOULDN’T FEEL 

The same smell, the flop sweat of self-willed victimhood, 
wafts off the incels and the MAGA boys. They think that 
here in Austin, young people of many colors who get to live 
free and fun adult lives, because that is what Austin does 
well, should have to pay the cover charge of meeting their 
needs first. If that duty is refused, then “those people” are 
breaking the rules. There are consequences for that. 

Neither my son nor I own a gun. I’ve long felt I should 
never own one, for a bunch of reasons - personal, ethical, 
practical, spiritual. But we’re not afraid of them, and we 
appreciate their appeal as tools, the craft that goes into 
them, the disciplines of marksmanship and sportsmanship. 
Having obvious rules in society that safeguard us from 
their misuse should not make anyone feel “less than,” but 
clearly it does, as we see every time this bullshit happens. 

The folks who feel so - who feel gun control, or equality, 
makes them weak, whatever their age - have long been 
attached to America’s white-male-dominant cultural “main¬ 
stream.” But it’s become really hard to pretend that 
America looks like that, let alone should look like that, 
rather than like El Paso or Dayton’s Oregon District. My son 
and I, and all the other white men who understand this, 
need to say so, all the time. Those other folks keep telling 
us they won’t let us take their guns away. We can’t let them 
take our sons away. ■ 


The Wrong Way, The Right Way 

A TALE OF TWO ASSOCIATIONS 


You may never have heard of the American Legislative 
Exchange Council (ALEC), but you’ve certainly witnessed 
the fruits of its labor. The conservative think tank/pressure 
group/bill mill has been a force in local and state government 
for decades, “corporate lobbyists, funded by big corporations 
working to ram far-right legislation through state houses,” as 
a recent Common Cause statement put it - from “Stand Your 
Ground” gun legislation to campaign finance reform to gerry¬ 
mandering to pollution regulation to the “critical infrastructure 
bill” that makes peaceful protests at pipelines a felony in 
Texas and many other states. 

The 46th ALEC Annual Meeting is in Austin this week, 
Wed.-Fri., Aug. 14-16, at the JW Marriott Hotel Downtown, and 
a number of local organizations are holding a rally to unwel¬ 
come them to town - the Unwelcome Reception: Rally 
Against ALEC will take place Wednesday, Aug. 14, 4:30- 
6:30pm at the Fareground at 111 Congress 
(meet outside). It’s hosted by Progress Texas, 

Texas Democratic Party, Texas Sierra Club, Texas 
AFL-CIO, Common Cause Texas, Workers Defense 
Project, Austin AFSCME, Extinction Rebellion ATX, 

ADAPT of Texas, Austin DSA, so you’ll be in good 
company. See more info at www.fb.com/events/ 
498114577603258 (and more about ALEC on 
the facing page and with this story online). 

That’s press day here at the Chronicle, so I 
likely won’t make it down there, but I’m proud 
that this current Pride issue is the one that’ll be on the 
stands representing us there, because ALEC has a history of 
taking on gay rights as well. The Center for Media and 
Democracy recently documented how ALEC “is actively work¬ 
ing with Alliance Defending Freedom, a Christian Right liti¬ 
gation nonprofit that pursues an anti-LGBT agenda” and is 
identified as an anti-LGBT hate group by the Southern 
Poverty Law Center. Nor is this a passing fancy: People for 
the American Way posted an ALEC position paper from back 
in 1985, titled “Homosexuals: Just Another Minority 
Group?,” which started by saying: “The highly organized and 
well funded movement in this country toward legal and insti¬ 
tutional acceptance of homosexuality has had an impact too 
great and far reaching for Americans to ignore.” Later in the 
12-page paper, after an explanation of the six different types 
of homosexual: “the blatant, the secret lifer, the desperate, 
the adjusted, the bisexual and the situational,” there’s an 
entire section on pedophilia, which begins: “Whatever the 


type of homosexual, one of the more dominant practices 
within the homosexual world is pedophilia, the fetish for 
young children.” 

So those are the folks who’ve come to visit “Austin, known 
for its vibrant entertainment and culture,” as their event page 
touts. I do hope we’ll shown them the Austin culture we’re 
proud of. 

□ 

In the wake of the latest episodes of mass shootings, 
and as various speakers have called for more funding for 
mental health as one response to the hard-to-ignore epidem¬ 
ic, the American Psychological Association, “the largest 
scientific and professional organization representing psychol¬ 
ogy in the United States,” has not been shy about weighing in. 
And their take, unlike ALEC’s, is focused not on maximizing 
profits for their members, but on addressing social issues by 
facing facts. 

APA broadcast their CEO Arthur C. Evans Jr.’s 
“Statement on Gun Violence and Mental 
Health,” which opens with the blunt statement: 
“Blaming mental illness for the gun violence in 
our country is simplistic and inaccurate and 
goes against the scientific evidence currently 
available. The United States is a global outlier 
when it comes to horrific headlines like the ones 
that consumed us all weekend. Although the 
United States makes up less than 5% of the 
world’s population, we are home to 31% of all mass shooters 
globally, according to a CNN analysis. This difference is not 
explained by the rate of mental illness in the U.S. 

“The president clearly said that it is time to stop the hate¬ 
ful rhetoric that is infecting the public discourse. We ask that 
he use his powerful position to model that behavior. And we 
ask that the federal government support the research needed 
to better understand the causes of bigotry and hate, and 
their association to violence, so that we may devise evidence- 
based solutions.” 

APA President Rosie Phillips Davis issued her own “State¬ 
ment of APA President in Response to Mass Shootings 

in Texas, Ohio,” saying: “It is clearer than ever that we are 
facing a public health crisis of gun violence fueled by racism, 
bigotry and hatred. The combination of easy access to 
assault weapons and hateful rhetoric is toxic.” ■

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AISD SLOWS DOWN “CHANGES” TRAIN 

Austin Independent School District leaders 
announced last Thursday, Aug. 1, that the district’s 
“school changes” process would be delayed by one 
month to give AISD staff more time to wade through 
community feedback on concepts for addressing 
the district’s demographic and financial challenges. 
Initially, AISD’s leadership team was set to reveal mul¬ 
tiple “scenarios” for the board of trustees to choose 
from in August. These scenarios could include the 
redrawing of some boundary lines, or the closure and 
repurposing of some campuses - highly contentious 
topics among parents, teachers, and students across 
the district. 

On the new timeline, a first draft of the scenarios 
will be revealed publicly on Friday, Sept. 6, and they 
will be discussed at the board’s work session the fol¬ 
lowing Monday, Sept. 9. Final approval of the scenarios 
will slide from October to Nov. 18; changes are still 
set to take effect the following August as the 2020-21 
school year gets underway. The school board meets 
for the first time on Monday, Aug. 12, following a July 
break. - Austin Sanders

LOOK OUT, AUSTIN: HERE CONES ALEC 

The American Legislative Exchange Council, a 

corporately funded group that drafts “model policies” 
to aid the efforts of conservative state legislators, is 
holding its 46th annual meeting in Austin Aug. 14-16 at 
the JW Marriott Downtown. 

ALEC describes itself as “America’s largest nonparti¬ 
san, voluntary membership organization of state legis¬ 
lators dedicated to the principles of limited govern¬ 
ment, free markets and federalism.” That’s about half 


of the story. The other half, as the Center for Media 
and Democracy has reported, is that ALEC is a legisla¬ 
tive bill mill where “global corporations and state poli¬ 
ticians vote behind closed doors to try to rewrite state 
laws that govern your rights.” 

As even its name suggests, ALEC specializes in 
using anodyne language intended to sound nonparti¬ 
san and professional, but the masquerade is generally 
easy to translate. The group’s motto reiterates “limit¬ 
ed government, free markets, and federalism,” but 
might as well read “privatization, profits, and states’ 
rights.” ALEC conferences are devoted to drafting and 
promoting corporate-friendly legislation that then 
surfaces in state government committees for adoption. 
In ALEC language: “Job creators and state legislators 
alike come to ALEC to offer important policy perspec¬ 
tives to ensure economic security and opportunity in 
their communities.” 

What kind of bills? Most notoriously, a decade ago 
ALEC promoted “stand your ground” laws, which 
became toxic after George Zimmerman got away with 
the murder of Trayvon Martin. ALEC was embarrassed 
by the consequent bad publicity and lost several of its 
corporate sponsors. Henceforth, it vowed to refocus on 
bread-and-butter “economic issues” - privatization of 
public services (education, health care, prisons), cor¬ 
porate tax cuts (“tax reform”), and suppression of 
workers’ rights (especially union organizing rights). 

What did ALEC and friends accomplish at this year’s 
86th session of the Texas Legislature? Among their 
most noxious successes was the passage of House Bill 
3557, which imposed new state jail felonies for 
“impairing or interrupting” (i.e., with protests) opera¬ 
tions of “critical infrastructure” like oil and gas pipe¬ 
lines. Local labor and environmental groups are already 
taking a sharp look at the ALEC conference; a dozen or 
so are hosting an “Unwelcome Reception” rally 
against ALEC on Wed., Aug. 14,4:30-6:30pm at 
Fareground (111 Congress), right across the street from 
the conference. - Michael King

POST-SUMMER COUNCIL HITS THE DAIS RUNNING 



City Council returns today (Thu., Aug. 8) 
for its first meeting following a summer 
break filled with fallout from its June 20 
move to lift restrictions on camping, sitting, 
and lying in public. During the break, many 
council members said they would act in 
coming months to address concerns over 
the “quality of life” impacts of the new rules 
- i.e., the increased visibility of homeless¬ 
ness - while continuing to provide new 
supports for those living without housing. 

This week’s 149-Item agenda includes 
several items relating to homelessness, 
notably two resolutions brought by 
Council Member Kathie Tovo. The first 
would create a local government corpora¬ 
tion (LGC) aimed at funding solutions to 
homelessness in Austin (Item 77). This 
would operate as a public nonprofit, similar 
to the Austin Sobering Center that opened 
last fall, and Tovo envisions it primarily as a 
fundraising apparatus for the city’s initia¬ 
tives. Private citizens and businesses could 
donate money, services, and property. The 
LGC could be authorized to make small 
expenditures - like hosting a pop-up medi¬ 
cal clinic or providing bus passes - but land 
acquisitions and other large expenses 
would likely be approved by Council. 


The entity’s board would include one rep¬ 
resentative from the Continuum of Care 
consortium of providers led by the Ending 
Community Homelessness Coalition 
(ECHO), one from the Downtown Austin 
Alliance, and one from the private sector; 
City Manager Spencer Cronk can recom¬ 
mend additional board members. At the 
Council’s work session on Tuesday, Aug. 6, 
Tovo sought to ease fears among service pro¬ 
viders that the LGC would compete with 
them for funding. “We need to exponentially 
increase the amount of private fundraising 
we are doing around housing and services,” 
Tovo said. “[The LGC] should be supplement¬ 
ing, not supplanting, other fundraising sourc¬ 
es.” Tovo’s resolution calls for Cronk to incor¬ 
porate the entity by Nov. 1 and begin accept¬ 
ing applications for its board by year’s end. 

Tovo’s second measure tasks staff with 
finding locations for 10 water fountains 
accessible to the public 24 hours a day (Item 
71), addressing a need shared by everyone 
living without housing. These are proposed 
to be in the city’s center - between 1-35 and 
Lamar, from 15th Street to either Lady Bird 
Lake or (as proposed by CM Ann Kitchen) 
Barton Springs Road and Riverside Drive - 
with one located near the Red River 


Cultural District and another near the 
Convention Center and Capital Metro 
Downtown Station. Cronk is to provide the 
locations and cost estimates by Sept. 1 so 
Council can consider allocating funds from 
the fiscal year 2020 city budget (which 
includes more than $62 million earmarked 
for homelessness; see p.18). 

Council is set to consider two one-time 
payments to the Salvation Army: one not to 
exceed $1 million to help close a gap of 


roughly $5 million needed to open the new 
Rathgeber Center for families with chil¬ 
dren, and another increasing city funding 
for the Salvation Army’s downtown shelter 
by $500,000; these are included in Cronk’s 
proposed budget. (While presenting the 
spending plan on Monday, Cronk announced 
the hiring of Lori Pampilo Harris as Aus¬ 
tin’s new Homeless Strategy Officer. Harris 
comes to Texas from Orlando, Fla., where 
she advised the mayor on homelessness 


Don’t Book ’em, Danno: DPS Backs Off on Pot Busts 


Texas marijuana users who are caught with 
under a quarter pound of cannabis are now 
less likely to have handcuffs slapped on their 
wrists. Leaders at the Texas Department of 

Public Safety have directed its officers to 
issue citations for misdemeanor 
pot charges instead of making 
arrests. 

The directive to cite and 
release came via a July 
10 internal DPS memo 
recently obtained by 
the Texas Tribune. The 
missive, addressed 
from Deputy Director 
Randall Prince to “All 
Commissioned Personnel,” 
reiterated the department’s 
commitment to marijuana 
prohibition in the wake of hemp 
legalization laws that have made 
weed cases difficult to prosecute. 
“Departmental personnel are expected to 
continue enforcing marijuana related offens¬ 
es,” the memo read. “However, effective 
immediately, personnel will cite and release 


for any misdemeanor amount of marijuana, 
as authorized by Article 14.06 of the Texas 
Code of Criminal Procedure. A citation in 
these circumstances is only authorized when 
the suspect resides in the county where the 
offense occurred.” Depending on 
that county prosecutor’s current 
stance on cannabis, the sus¬ 
pect may still have to face 
charges in court. 

Prince’s memo also 
reminds DPS officers 
that the odor of cannabis 
still gives them probable 
cause to search suspects. 
“In addition to the typical 
factors used to establish 
probable cause for marijua¬ 
na related offenses, including 
the odor of cannabis, officers 
should also consider whether the 
suspected substance is possessed outside 
of the regulatory hemp program. Departmental 
personnel should be aware that neither the 
federal nor state hemp regulatory program 
has been established yet, and it will be sever¬ 


al months before these programs are in 
place. Thus, it is unlikely that any substance 
encountered now is hemp.” 

In writing that, Prince seems unaware that 
you can currently purchase hemp flower, at 
retail facilities in Austin, that looks and 
smells exactly like marijuana buds. Prince’s 
interpretation is one that local defense attor¬ 
neys are eager to challenge in court, but this 
leaked memo has now let the public know 
that “Officer, I swear this is a CBD blunt” 
won’t work as an excuse if DPS pulls you 
over in a car that reeks of reefer. 

All this stems from the passage of House 
Bill 1325, which excluded hemp from the 
state’s roster of controlled substances. The 
law, which went into effect June 10, defined 
hemp as cannabis containing, at most, a 
0.3% concentration of tetrahydrocannabi¬ 
nol - anything with more THC is still illegal 
marijuana. The DPS memo states what pros¬ 
ecutors in Travis and several other counties 
across Texas have already made known: 

“Our crime labs do not have the capacity to 
measure the THC concentration level. It will 
take some time to acquire the equipment, 


procedures, and resources necessary to 
conduct these tests.” 

As such, Travis County prosecutors, who 
already prefer lenient pot punishment - usu¬ 
ally a four-hour class that costs about $40 - 
tossed out dozens of pending marijuana pos¬ 
session cases in June and are refusing to 
accept new cases unaccompanied by a quan¬ 
titative THC lab report. So if a DPS officer 
cites you for weed in Austin right now, it 
almost certainly will not actually go to court. 

Meanwhile, Austin-based Ionization Labs 
is trumpeting its Cann-ID system as a solution 
to the ongoing legal snafu. The company sells 
an easy-to-use $28,500 high-performance 
liquid chromatography unit, with accompa¬ 
nying software, that quickly spits out an 
analysis of cannabis samples, including the 
levels of THC delta 9 and CBD. On its web¬ 
site, Ionization Labs advertises the HPLC 
unit, which has been on the market since 
late spring, as a technology designed for 
companies in the cannabis industry - but 
its recent media push sees them courting 
law enforcement as clients. 

While the lack of accredited and available 
THC testing at the moment has paused pros¬ 
ecution of cases brought since June 10, a 
coalition of attorneys and civil rights groups 
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issues and led the city’s response to the 
Pulse shooting in 2016; she previously spent 
14 years with Habitat for Humanity 
International, including four in Haiti on the 
recovery effort from the 2010 earthquake. 
She starts in Austin on Sept. 9; interim 
HSO Veronica Briseno has moved to lead 
the Economic Development Department.) 

CM Alison Alter brings forth a resolution 
(Item 78) to declare a “climate emergency,” 
directing Cronk to develop “an accountability 


and regular reporting structure” to track 
progress on broad resilience goals across 
multiple departments. As part of an upcom¬ 
ing update to the Austin Community Climate 
Plan, the resolution calls for examining the 
“feasibility of accelerating” existing goals, 
such as achieving net zero emissions. The 
resolution also calls for a “community aware¬ 
ness campaign plan” with citizen ambassa¬ 
dors to “educate, guide, and prepare” those 
most at risk from a changing climate, such as 
our region’s flood- and wildfire-prone neigh¬ 
borhoods. Cronk needs to report back on the 
accountability piece by Oct. 1; he has until 
next Feb. 1 to tackle the awareness campaign. 

In the wake of the shootings in El Paso 
and Dayton, Alter also has an emergency 
resolution (Item 149) urging local, state, and 
federal elected officials to take steps to “end 
gun violence and address the associated 
public health and public safety crisis.” This 
would add the Council’s voice to a growing 
choir of leaders calling on Gov. Greg Abbott 
to convene a special legislative session to 
enact gun control measures. On the Council 
message board, Alter told her colleagues, 
“We simply cannot continue to merely rely 
on words and wishes,” and she plans anoth¬ 
er Item for the Aug. 22 agenda, addressing 
gun violence at the local level.

now presses Travis County prosecutors to 
drop all pending marijuana cases. In its let¬ 
ter, signed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Texas, Austin Criminal Defense Law¬ 
yers Association, Austin Community Law 
Center, Austin Justice Coalition, Grassroots 
Leadership, Just Liberty, Texas Appleseed, 
Texas Civil Rights Project, Texas Fair Defense 
Project, and the Workers Defense Project, the 
coalition calls on Travis County District Attor¬ 
ney Margaret Moore and County Attorney 
David Escamilla to quash all possession 
cases and related outstanding warrants, 
which impact around 4,000 citizens of Travis 
County. The group argues that HB 1325’s 
effective date is an arbitrary and unfair factor 
to determine whether to prosecute suspected 
marijuana offenders. The coalition also con¬ 
tends that not prosecuting these cases would 
free up “resources that could be spent on 
actual public safety threats.” 

In an interview with the Statesman, Esca¬ 
milla said his office was unlikely to waive out¬ 
standing warrants for defendants who failed 
to appear in court, but floated the idea of 
creating amnesty days in which those with 
warrants can come in, avoid being arrested, 
and take the four-hour class to have their 
misdemeanors dismissed. - Kevin Curtin

Budget Goes All-Out 

MAXIMUM TAX RATE HELPS FUND 
“HISTORIC” PUSH ON HOMELESSNESS 


PRELIMINARY BUDGET FORECAST 


A “historic commitment to achieving the 
moral imperative” of ending homelessness 
tops the list of highlights of the newly pro¬ 
posed fiscal year 2020 Austin city budget. 

The city’s $4.2 billion spending plan was 
presented Monday afternoon to City Council 
by City Manager Spencer Cronk at the East 
Austin headquarters of LifeWorks - a leader 
of local efforts to end youth homelessness, 
and one of the city’s many partners in 
addressing the crisis with what, next year, 
will be a $62.7 million investment, $17 mil¬ 
lion more than this year. 

Cronk’s budget attains that level of spend¬ 
ing on Council’s No. 1 priority issue with the 
help of $15.3 million in one-time expendi¬ 
tures, using the funds garnered by setting 
the property tax rate to achieve 8% revenue 
growth, the most allowed by state law with¬ 
out holding an election (the “rollback rate”). 
Next year, Texas’ new revenue caps lower 


that limit to 3.5%. Going to 8% this year 
allows Cronk, city budget officer Ed Van 
Eenoo, and their teams to produce balanced 
budgets both this fiscal year and next, even 
with the added homelessness funding. 

It also gives them time to work with 
Council, the city’s General Fund depart¬ 
ments (the ones supported by property tax), 
and you and me to have the proverbial “dif¬ 
ficult conversations” about future spend¬ 
ing. “State leadership and the Legislature 
have made this kind of budget very difficult 
in the future,” Mayor Steve Adler said in a 
statement released after the presentation. 
“We have a year to figure this out.” Van 
Eenoo projects that the city’s baked-in 
structural cost drivers - wages and benefits 
(including for retirees), new facilities 
approved by voters in bond elections, and 
planned increases in public safety staffing 
- amount to a 3.8% annual increase. Mean¬ 


while, the projected growth in General Rind 
revenue - which includes sales taxes, fees, 
and transfers from Austin Energy and 
Austin Water, as well as now-capped prop¬ 
erty tax - is likely to be below 3.5%, leading 
to a projected $27.1 million gap by FY 2024. 

Going to 8% this year actually translates 
into a 2.5% increase 
in the typical Austin 
homeowner’s tax 
bill, or just under 
$100 a year; Cronk’s 
budget holds elec¬ 
tric, water, resource 
recovery, transporta¬ 
tion, and drainage 
fees steady. The 
actual tax rate of 43.86 cents per $100 assessed 
value is lower than this year’s due to the 
growth-driven swelling of the city’s tax roll. 
The budget supports a 2.5% pay increase for 
city employees (less for public safety person¬ 
nel, as established in their contracts) with no 
hikes in health care costs. 

For the most part, Cronk’s dictum to city 
department heads to hold the budgetary line 
amid revenue-cap uncertainty remains in 
place. New ongoing spending commitments 


include 30 new police officers, the $15 mil¬ 
lion Del Valle fire station and its crew, and 
other new and rebooted facilities such as 
the Montopolis Rec Center. Cronk’s also 
made targeted outlays that show he’s been 
listening to his Council, with new funds for 
“creative spaces,” Vision Zero, police over¬ 
sight, equity mini-grants, curbside com¬ 
posting, climate resilience, swimming 
pools, DNA evidence processing, and much 
more. Adler acknowledged these steps, say¬ 
ing, “It is readily apparent the degree to 
which you have reflected our priorities.” 

The total homelessness package aims to 
prevent housing displacement; to mitigate 
the crisis on the streets with shelter and ser¬ 
vices; and to re-empower people as they exit 
homelessness. (As he presented the budget, 
Cronk also announced the long-awaited and 
well-received hiring of Lori Pampilo Harris 
as homelessness strategy officer.) The one¬ 
time $15.3 million investment, Cronk said, 
will include an infu¬ 
sion into the Hous¬ 
ing Trust Fund; 
increasing rental 
assistance and legal 
aid; fully funding 
(for five years) the 
city’s Pay for Succ¬ 
ess reimbursements 
to private civic 
entrepreneurs delivering social services to 
help those leaving homelessness; repairs and 
upgrades to the Austin Resource Center for 
the Homeless; and $1.5 million to the 
Salvation Army to kick-start its fundraising 
to open its new Rathgeber Center family 
shelter. Cronk is also setting $1.5 million aside 
for the solutions he’s bringing back to Council 
later this month for the “public encampment 
question” - safe camping spaces, safe parking 
lots, etc. - Mike Clark-Madison

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Finally, Riverside Project Comes Ashore 


The proposed major redevelopment now 
known as 4700 Riverside, at Riverside 
Drive and Pleasant Valley Road, finally 
arrives at City Council this week. The 
97-acre former “Project Catalyst”- intend¬ 
ed to eventually replace five apartment com¬ 
plexes with a massive mixed-use combina¬ 
tion of apartments, offices, restaurants, and 
other businesses - has docked at the dais 
with staff and Planning Commission 
approvals, and improvements negotiated 
with neighborhood groups. (And opposition 
from other neighborhood and activist groups, 
who call it “Domain Riverside”) Full build¬ 
out - expected to take place in stages over 
a decade or two - would include approxi¬ 
mately 4,700 residential units, 600 hotel 
rooms, and more than 4 million square feet 
of office and retail space. 

In time, according to 
the city’s analysis, the 
project would replace 
1,300 apartment units 
(3,700 bedrooms) in 
five current complex¬ 
es: the Ballpark 
North, Town Lake, 
and the Quad East, 

West, and South. 

Built between 1995 
and 2016, these 
apartments have been 
marketed primarily to 
students, often leased 
by the room, with resi¬ 
dent turnover estimat¬ 
ed at 80% every two 
years. Opponents 
describe the current 
units as “affordable 
working-class housing,” 
but according to Del 
Valle ISD (which 
includes the site), 
fewer than a dozen of its K-12 students live 
there now. Like many apartments in the East 
Riverside Corridor, the units were built on 
shuttle routes for UT-Austin students, many 
of whom now live in the relatively abundant 
new West Campus housing. 

As 4700 Riverside has moved through 
staff work, commissions, and neighborhood 
input, there have been some changes. City 
planning documents that precede this pro¬ 
posal (primarily the 2013 East Riverside 
Corridor Master Plan) directed that any 
redevelopment would include an eastward 
extension of Lake Shore Blvd. (north of the 
site) beyond Pleasant Valley on existing city 
right-of-way. Transportation engineers had 
expected to need a “sliver” (11,000 sq. ft.) 
of Roy Guerrero Park to accommodate that 
roadway - but the staff analysis now foresees 


less density and fewer vehicle trips, allowing 
for a narrower road design and obviating the 
Chapter 26 process required under state 
law to condemn dedicated parkland. 

If approved in roughly its current form, the 
project would include greater height than is 
allowed by right, in return for on-site afford¬ 
able housing units under the city’s density 
bonus program. Estimates vary and will 
depend on final site plans, but the develop¬ 
ers anticipate 400-500 units available to 
families earning 60% of the median family 
income, and call it a major private investment 
in central-city affordable housing. Opponents 
say the trade-off from the relatively cheap 
current apartments is not worth it; others 
fear encroachment on Roy Guerrero Park, 
although the 4700 Riverside plan contem¬ 
plates several acres of new open space. 

Staff’s recommenda¬ 
tion rests upon the 
project’s fulfillment of 
goals in the Imagine 
Austin comprehensive 
plan and the ERC Plan: 
multimodal density, the 
potential for transit hub 
access, and “compact 
and connected” devel¬ 
opment that allows 
greater mobility and 
creates opportunities 
for living and working in 
one neighborhood. 

The project is located 
in District 3, represent¬ 
ed by Council Member 
Pio Renteria, who has 
expressed his general 
| support, pending confir- 
£ mation of affordability 
g requirements and any 
| amendments that 
might come before 
Council. CM Greg Casar has been more 
skeptical, concerned that the long-term effect 
could be to reduce the amount of affordable 
housing in the area. The developers suggest 
that due to the high turnover rate in the cur¬ 
rent units, most residents will not be affected 
by the phased construction, but they’ve 
proposed a tenant relocation package that 
includes ample notice, help with moving 
expenses, and a “right-to-return” to available 
units that also includes rental assistance. 

As a condition of approval, the Planning 
Commission and the East Riverside/Oltorf 
neighborhood contact team have requested 
that Council require vacation of the city’s 
existing ROW to the east of Wickersham 
Lane and additional environmental protec¬ 
tions for Country Club Creek and Roy 
Guerrero Park. - Michael King

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“Texodus” from D.C. 
Raises Dems* Expectations 



The Democrats are calling it “Texodus” - 
the rising number of Texas Republican 
congressional incumbents who are 
announcing they’d rather step down than 
face competitive reelection campaigns in 
2020. First to retire was TX-22 incumbent 
Pete Olson, R-Sugar Land, a six-term incum¬ 
bent best remembered for spouting Infowars- 
style conspiracy theories about President 
Bill Clinton on the airwaves. In July, the 
former Sen. John Cornyn staffer announced 
he would leave to his successor the task of 
“preserving our exceptional nation.” 

Olson’s lead has been followed by Will 
Hurd, R-Helotes, Michael Conaway, R- 
Midland, and this week, Kenny Marchant, 
R-Coppell. By no coincidence, three of the 
four - Olson, Hurd, Marchant - represent 
districts (TX-22, 23, and 24) already targeted 
by Democrats as winnable seats in next 
year’s elections. 

Hurd was likely the most vulnerable, in 
the border district that runs from San 
Antonio to the edge of El Paso, which he 
won by only 926 votes in 2018. His challeng¬ 
er, Gina Ortiz Jones, is running again in the 
Democratic primary. Hurd is reflexively 
identified as “the only African American 
Republican in the House,” and he has tried 
to walk his own path in an increasingly 


polarized and Trump-addled Congress - he 
was one of only four Republicans to vote to 
condemn Trump’s racist attacks on four 
Democratic congresswomen of color. 

Conaway’s West Texas district is one of 
the reddest in the nation - in 2018, he won 
with more than 80% of the vote - and his 
departure is unlikely to alter the 2020 bal¬ 
ance. But Marchant’s suburban Dallas dis¬ 
trict has been trending purple, moving from 
double-digit GOP margins to the 3% victory 
he eked out in 2018. The string of retire¬ 
ments make the decision of the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee to 
establish an Austin office seem prescient, 
and DCCC Chair and U.S. Rep. Cheri 
Bustos, D-Ill., was quick to cheer Marchant’s 
announcement. 

“The DCCC started this cycle by going 
on offense,” Bustos said, “and the reality 
for vulnerable Washington Republicans of 
defending their deeply unpopular health 
care repeal agenda is setting in for 
Republican incumbents.” The likelihood 
of either losing a difficult race or serving 
another powerless term in the House 
minority is a discouraging prospect for 
GOP incumbents, and sources in the 
DCCC suggest that GOP Reps. Michael 
McCaul (TX-10) and John Carter (TX-31) 


might also be reconsidering their 2020 
plans. Several Democrats have lined up to 
challenge Carter, and one of them, Dr. 
Christine Eady Mann, said she’s heard no 
rumors of Carter’s plans but “wouldn’t be 
surprised if he sees the writing on the 
wall” and decides to retire. He’s shown 
little interest in campaigning, Mann said 
- hosting only a handful of scripted, low- 
attendance town halls - and 2018 was his 
first campaign in which he needed finan¬ 
cial help from the national GOP (He beat 


MJ Hegar, now running for Senate, by less 
than 3%.) 

A Texas Democratic congressional major¬ 
ity remains a long shot - Dems currently 
hold 13 of 36 seats - but the string of retire¬ 
ments in competitive districts, along with 
shifting suburban demographics, have 
made Democratic gains in Congress (and 
also in the Texas Legislature) much more 
likely. If any more GOP incumbents are 
hankering for home, Dem odds could get 
even better. - Michael King 


Bonnenghazi! Drama Reigns in the Texas House 


A backdoor bribe. A clandestine recording. Intraparty betray¬ 
al. The latest drama brewing at the Capitol reads closer to an 
episode of House of Cards than reality. And the fallout could 
potentially mean either the demise of the Lege’s popular fresh¬ 
man speaker, or the last chapter in a conservative group’s des¬ 
perate attempt at relevancy and power - or maybe even both. 

But let’s back up a bit: Republican 
House Speaker Dennis Bonnen, 

R-Angleton, has been accused by 
ultra-conservative activist Michael 
Quinn Sullivan of asking his influ¬ 
ential group Empower Texans to 
target 10 GOP incumbents in next 
year’s primary. House GOP Caucus 
Chairman Dustin Burrows, 

R-Lubbock, also present at the 
June 12 meeting, allegedly handed 
Sullivan the list of targets, to which 
Bonnen referred as he promised 
that Empower’s media offshoot Texas Scorecard could 
receive coveted press credentials in exchange. (Lt. Gov. Dan 
Patrick, who is friendly with Sullivan, greenlit Scorecard’s 
press passes in the Senate; Empower is currently fighting in 
court to get access to the House floor.) The damning claim, 


alleges Sullivan, is backed up by covertly recorded audio. 

Bonnen has denied the allegations and, in a sharply worded 
letter to GOP House members, said he told Sullivan not to 
engage against House Republicans in the March primaries, 
because of the challenges the party expects to face in Novem¬ 
ber 2020. If Sullivan’s group continued to be “actively involved” 
for and against political candidates, 
they’d have a “difficult time” obtaining 
media access, he said. Sullivan’s 
entire strategy and characterization 
of the meeting, wrote Bonnen, was 
meant to bolster his legal argument to 
gain press credentials and further sow 
“chaos” among the caucus; Empower 
is “well known for their questionable 
conduct and brand of activism that 
has alienated a majority of the Repub¬ 
lican Party.” However, Reps. Travis 
Clardy, R-Nacogdoches (supposedly 
on the target list), Steve Toth, R-The Woodlands, and Jonathan 
Stickland, R-Bedford (who’s not running for reelection), say 
they’ve heard the audio and strongly corroborate Sullivan’s story. 

So the question remains: What did Bonnen really say? 

The public may never know. While Sullivan has threatened 


to release the audiotape in full - and the speaker himself 
has encouraged the action - he has yet to do so. Democrats, 
watching their rival party spiral while eyeing a chance to 
reclaim the House for the first time in nearly two decades, 
have also called on Sullivan to release the audio. Rep. Nicole 
Collier, D-Ft. Worth, vice chair of the House Committee on 
General Investigating, which holds subpoena power, called for 
the committee to “fully investigate” the Sullivan recording. 

“While Mr. Sullivan has unfortunately declined to release 
the recording thus far, the truth needs to come out quickly,” 
said Chris Turner, D-Grand Prairie, Burrows’ counterpart as 
chair of the Dem caucus. “If Mr. Sullivan’s accusations are 
true, at least some of what he alleges must likely be investi¬ 
gated by appropriate authorities, to say nothing of the work 
the entire House will have to undertake to repair itself. Con¬ 
versely, if the accusations are false, the House and all 
involved deserve to have this cloud lifted immediately.” 

While we’re still in the dark about Bonnen’s exact words, the 
speaker admits he said “terrible things” that were “embarrass¬ 
ing” to the House and to him, personally. In a follow-up email 
to House members on Tuesday, Aug. 6, Bonnen called himself 
“stupid” for meeting with an “individual who has worked hard 
to divide our House,” striking a far more apologetic chord than 
his initial message to his chamber, though still not conceding 
that Sullivan’s version of events is accurate. 

The solution to resolve the fiasco and get to the truth is 
clear as day: Release the damn tape. - Mary Tuma

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The History of 
Pride in Austin 

From Stonewall to today: How the LGBTQ movement 
has progressed in our city

Austin’s Gay Liberation Front hosted the First Annual 
National Gay Conference in 1971. GLF co-founder 
Dennis Paddie recalled the call to action: “Come to 
Austin for a convention, all you gay people.” 


Dedicated to Beth Westbrook, Ceci 
Gratias, Tesia Samara, Lauryn Paige 
Fuller, Steve Thomas, Lisa Davis, and all 
those we’ve lost along the way. 

$1,500 was a lot of money in 1990. When 
the city of Austin required liability insur¬ 
ance to host a gay event in a public park for 
2,000 people, the hefty price tag almost 
crippled Pride before it began. With only 
$100 to its name, the newly formed Austin 
Lesbian and Gay Pride Commission had 
just enough to open a bank account and had 
already spent $5 on printing checks. 

In the end, money raised from advance 
ticket sales at $2 a pop covered the cost of 
insurance - clearing the first of several hur¬ 
dles for the city’s original Pride. Kip Dollar, 
one of the founding members of the com¬ 


mission, recalled how rare it was for organi¬ 
zations to use “gay and lesbian” in official 
names at the time - as when he went to the 
Austin Police Department for a street clo¬ 
sure permit. “I was petrified,” he said. “I 
walked up to the front desk and addressed 
a handsome young police officer with my 
request. He looked at my application and 
said, Austin Lesbian and Gay Pride 
Commission? I didn’t know there was such 
a thing.’ To which I replied with a smile: 
‘There is now.’ He smiled, stamped my per¬ 
mit, and wished me success with the event.” 

PINK POWER: THE SEVENTIES 

When we talk about the LGBTQ rights 
movement, so often the focus falls on the 
coastal hot spots - New York, San Francisco, 


Los Angeles: home to rebellions, sit-ins, 
kiss-ins, and protests long before the police 
raid and ensuing riot at the Mafia-run 
Stonewall Inn in Greenwich Village in the 
early hours of June 28, 1969. But even 
before Stonewall, Austin, Texas, had a 
thriving - albeit underground - gay and 
lesbian scene. 

In 1990, Eric Jason Ganther completed 
his UT-Austin master’s thesis, “From Closet 
% to Crusade: The Struggle for Lesbian-Gay 
| Civil Rights in Austin, Texas, 1970-1982” 
e (which lives in its entirety at the Austin 
? History Center). The work was researched 
5 largely through interviews with folks who 
3 started and pushed Austin’s movement for¬ 
es ward - many of whom have since died. 

" Though Ganther’s work focuses on the 
years following Stonewall, he notes that 
prior to 1970, Austin’s lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity “was not politically conscious of 
itself,” but it was active. The city’s first 
documented gay bar - the Manhattan Club, 
located on Congress between Ninth and 
10th streets - opened in 1958. (At least one 
operating gay bar has existed in Austin ever 
since.) Ganther concludes that by the late 
Sixties, Austin had an “underground net¬ 
work of socially active homosexuals” who 
met at bars and private homes. 

According to activist, poet, and play¬ 
wright Dennis Paddie, Austin’s gay rights 
movement blossomed out of its anti-war 
movement. In February of 1970, The Rag, a 
political underground newspaper, ran an 
article titled “Pink Power!” which called for 
the “liberation of homosexuals” from a soci¬ 
ety of oppression. It was the first locally 
published piece written by self-identified 
gays - though it would not be the last. 

A few months later, roughly 25 people 
attended a “meeting of homosexuals” - as it 
was advertised in The Daily Texan - on 
April 24, 1970, which is believed to be the < 
first public meeting for lesbians and gays in z 
Austin history. From it came Austin’s Gay | 
Liberation Front, one of several GLFs form- £ 
ing across the country and Texas’ first radi- g 
cal gay organization. “ 


Paddie, who told the Chronicle he was 
responsible for organizing this initial meet¬ 
ing, credited himself, Jim Denny, and “sev¬ 
eral women” who “banded together for lib¬ 
eration.” Though the meeting was held at 
the University YMCA at 2330 Guadalupe, 
Paddie said Gay Liberation truly began on 
the site of today’s Convention Center, in a 
little stone house located at 105 Neches that 
he, Denny, and other activists called home. 

By its second meeting, the GLF regis¬ 
tered to become an official UT student orga¬ 
nization, which was denied by Assistant 
Dean of Students Edward Price; a long 
appeals process followed. For a brief 24 
hours in December 1970, UT’s Appeals 
Committee granted GLF official status, 
before it was rescinded by the school’s 
interim President Bryce Jordan. The result¬ 
ing court challenge delayed any gay groups 
from forming on campus for more than 
three years, until UT decided in March 1974 
to settle out of court with the fizzling GLF 
and recognize the group.

Yet Paddie, who still writes plays in Austin 
today, said GLF’s signal accomplishment 
was hosting the First Annual National Gay 
Conference on March 28-30, 1971. Using the 
Liberation News Service, an alternative 
news source that Paddie called the “unsung 
heroes of that era,” Denny posted a call: 
“‘Come to Austin for a convention, all you 
gay people,”’ Paddie recalled. “And we did 
that and they all came and the whole town 
participated.” More than 200 people were 
housed by local churches, social and politi¬ 
cal organizations - “even the Communist 
Party,” recalled Paddie. Breakfast and din¬ 
ner were provided, with political meetings 
in the evening. “It was a real convention. It 
was the first of its kind for gay people in the 
country, and maybe even in the world.” 
Laughing, Paddie noted, “It was also very 
joyous. A celebration of everything. You’d 
have to have been here, really, to get what it 
was like.” 

Ganther suggests the conference helped 
spark Austin’s “radical gay culture,” but 
notes there was a “great scarcity of women.” 
One woman, identified by Ganther under 
the pseudonym “Margaret,” said many of 
the GLF men held “traditional anti-feminist 
views,” which caused many lesbians to 
break away in June of 1971 to form Gay 
Women’s Liberation. 

THIS MUST BE THE PLACE: AUSTIN 
LESBIANS ORGANIZE 

Also in 1971, some 400 miles north in 
Lubbock, Janna Zumbrun sought to break 
out of a stifling environment. Recognizing 
her situation - falling in love with her straight 
Texas Tech roommate - was no good for all 
parties, Zumbrun relocated from her native 
West Texas to the Forty Acres and complete 
culture shock. Hippies populated the Drag; 
UT students organized regular Vietnam War 
protests. “For a few years there, I hardly 
knew which way was up and which was 
down,” she recalled. It was a period of trans¬ 
formative life events for Zumbrun, including 
a new relationship. “I’d gotten involved with 
a woman, and my life changed completely.” 

Her partner was “determined to find other 
gay men or lesbians,” and soon enough, she 
heard of a gay bar called the Pearl Street 
Warehouse. However, the couple didn’t know 
the address, and being only familiar with the 
Pearl Street running through West Campus, 


they set out. “I cannot tell you how long we 
spent driving up and down Pearl Street,” 
Zumbrun laughed. “We were just like, 
Where the hell is this bar?”’ They decided to 
call the UT student counseling center for 
clues. To their surprise, the man who 
answered suggested they look in the phone 
book. “It never occurred to us that a gay bar 
would be listed. ... It just seemed like it 
would be so underground.” 


The Pearl Street Warehouse, according to 
Zumbrun, would be “packed” by the time 
midnight rolled around, but mostly with 
men. The Insomnia Club, a lesbian bar, had 
likely shuttered sometime between 1969, 
when it last appeared as “Club Insomnia” in 
that year’s International Guild Guide - one 
of several LGBTQ travel guides circulated 
in the Sixities - and Zumbrun’s arrival in 
1971, as she recalls there were no lesbian 
bars in Austin at the time. (Based on 
“Margaret’s” account of her first visit to the 
Insomnia Club in Ganther’s thesis, we 
know the club existed since at least 1967.) 


Gay Women’s Liberation dissolved less 
than a year after its formation; it wasn’t 
until January 12, 1975, that a new group, 
which would become the Austin Lesbian 
Organization, held its first meeting. The 
ALO included committees catering to a 
number of interests, explained Zumbrun. 
There was the softball team, the Amazons, 
and a soccer team called the Lavender 
Furies. There was a support group for moth¬ 


ers that helped raise funds to cover legal 
fees for those fighting for child custody. 
Armed with a mailing list, ALO started a 
newsletter that later became known as 
Goodbye to All That. 

Ganther claims, “The most successful 
group to spring from the womb of ALO was 
the Common Woman Book Collective,” 
founded by ALO members Nancy Lee and 
Flying Clouds in 1975. The CWBC was soon 
bought out by Susan Post - who remains 
the owner of what is BookWoman today. 
While Post wasn’t a member of ALO, she 
and her partner at the time, who had a baby 


from an earlier relationship, made their 
“foray into the Austin lesbian community” 
when Lee encouraged the couple to connect 
with a “housebound” single lesbian mother 
with three kids. “She wanted our family to 
meet her so that there’d be solidarity,” Post 
explained, noting that not a single one of 
the mothers fighting in court at the time 
was awarded custody. 

According to Ganther, in March of its 
founding year, ALO hosted Austin’s first 
openly advertised all-women’s dance. 
Through ALO’s relationship with the Austin 
Women’s Political Caucus, the dance was 
held at Austin Women’s Center - to which 
AWPC belonged and permitted ALO to hold 
meetings at - housed within the Texas Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs in West Campus. 
The building’s back door faced another 
where the Silver Spurs, a UT service frater¬ 
nity, were throwing a party that same night. 
Zumbrun, who attended the dance, said, 
“People from both events were coming out 
the back door to get a breath of fresh air, 
smoke, or whatever. It was not a good mix.” 
Several Spurs “were hurling some insults” 
when an ALO member threw her beer in 
one of their faces. “Well, we thought that 
violence was about to ensue, so we grabbed 
her, pulled her inside, and we closed the 
door and we locked it.” 

While violence did not in fact ensue, the 
Spurs complained to TFWC. The federation, 
now aware of the Austin Women’s Political 
Caucus’ relationship with the ALO, issued 
them an ultimatum: Get rid of ALO, or the 
caucus must go. The caucus, according to 
Zumbrun, “did the right thing” and vacated 
the federation’s building rather than kick 
out ALO. (The Silver Spurs incident wasn’t 
ALO’s only brush with homophobia. Later 
that year, during an ALO campout on Lake 
Travis, a woman - known to Zumbrun as 
“Annette” - was punched by one of several 
men in a pickup truck harassing the camp¬ 
ers. “Annette” pressed charges and eventu¬ 
ally won a conviction.) 

Zumbrun, then pursuing a master’s 
degree in social work at UT, soon settled 
into her passion for politics. In June 1975, 
the Austin City Council passed an Equal 
Employment Opportunity Ordinance that 
included an anti-discrimination protection 
for sexual orientation - a first for the Lone 
Star State. It was a rallying moment for 
ALO’s political committee, then chaired by

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Bek Runte. “We decided that we wanted to 
go for getting additional ordinances, like 
housing, public accommodations,” she 
explained. According to Zumbrun, ALO 
lobbied Council to get Zumbrun appointed 
to the Human Relations Commission, 
where in October 1975 Zumbrun became 
the first openly gay person in Austin’s histo¬ 
ry to serve on a city commission. 

Now known as the Human Rights 
Commission, the panel still advises Council 
on matters relating to discrimination. 
Zumbrun helped propose a Public 
Accommodations Ordinance with a sexual 
orientation protection, which Council 
passed unanimously in 1976. (Two years 
later, the ordinance would be tested when 
members of Gay Community Services - 
another organization born from the ashes of 
GLF - discovered that the Cabaret Disco at 
the Driskill Hotel prohibited same-sex 
dancing, resulting in a lawsuit. In 1979, a 
jury found the Driskill guilty of violating 
the ordinance and levied the maximum fine 
of $200.) 

Another win came in June 1976, when 
Mayor Jeff Friedman declared June 20-26 
Gay Pride Celebration Week, marking 
Austin’s third Pride celebration, following 
events in 1971 and 1975. Other advances 
included the formation of peer counseling 


collective Women/Space (1975) and feminist 
art collective Women & Their Work (1978), 
in addition to the creation of the Austin 
Rape Crisis Center and the Center for 
Battered Women - which later merged to 
form SafePlace and have since become 
today’s SAFE Alliance. Many of these orga¬ 
nizations’ volunteers were lesbians or ALO 
members, according to Ganther’s thesis. 

ALO - which rebranded to Austin 
Lesbian-Feminist Organization in 1977 - 
fell apart sometime in 1978. By then, anoth¬ 
er lesbian bar called the Hollywood opened. 
“The ‘Hollyweird,’” Post recalled, “was the 
place. There would be dramatic readings 
and sometimes poetry readings, but mostly, 
it was known for Julie, the DJ who would 
DJ topless.” By Post’s recollection, the bur¬ 
geoning feminist bookstores and women’s 
music scene of the late Seventies were sig¬ 
nals of a new dawn. “That was kinda the 
renaissance of lesbian life.” 

WE ARE EVERYWHERE: FIGHTING BACK 
AGAINST DISCRIMINATION 

Austin’s LGBTQ rights movement had 
scored several major wins in the decade 
following Stonewall, but a vehement anti- 
LGBTQ opposition was starting to take 
hold. At the national level, former beauty 
queen and singer Anita Bryant galvanized 


the Christian right with her “Save Our 
Children” campaign against pro-LGBTQ 
ordinances across the country. On the local 
level, the liberal Council led by Friedman 
was supplanted in 1977 by a conservative 
crew under Mayor Carole Keeton McClellan, 
previously president of the Austin school 
board. 

Recognizing the need to remain orga¬ 
nized politically, Zumbrun - along with Gay 
Community Services members Woody 
Egger and Steve Thomas, union activist 
Donna Johnson, and others - formed the 
Austin Lesbian/Gay Political Caucus 
(ALGPC) in 1978, according to Ganther’s 
report. One of the caucus’ priorities was the 
city’s Fair Housing Ordinance, which didn’t 
protect sexual orientation. “There was a 
solid block of religious right people who 
had been fighting the inclusion of those” 
protections, Zumbrun said. “And the mayor 
pretty coyly suggested to them that they 
could do a referendum to keep those things 
ever being added to the ordinance.” 

Spearheaded by fundamentalist Christian 
activist and alleged “quack” doctor Steven 
Hotze of Houston, Austin Citizens for 
Decency collected enough signatures to 
hold a referendum that would make it legal 
to discriminate based on sexual orientation.

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In opposition, ALGPC helped form Citizens 
for a United Austin. “One of the major les¬ 
sons we had learned in gay and lesbian 
politics was the value of coalitions,” 
Zumbrun explained. “So early on, in all 
kinds of ways, we coalesced with the hetero¬ 
sexual feminists, with the Latino communi¬ 
ty, with the African American community, 
with the unions.” With the support of main¬ 
stream progressive churches and Council 
Members Charles Urdy and John Trevino, 
CUA crafted a decidedly pointed message: 
“If they can do this to gay folks, they can do 
it to you, too.” 

On January 16, 1982, Austin voters reject¬ 
ed the referendum by an overwhelming 
63% - a win Zumbrun believes might have 
been a national first. A more liberal bloc 
soon regained control of Council and 
amended the ordinance to include protec¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation - with the 
supermajority that, per City Charter, pre¬ 
vents any future referendum to repeal it 

“THE QUEER SONG”: THE INTERSECTION 
OF PUNK AND POLITICS 

By the time musician Gretchen Phillips, 
then 17 years old, rolled into Austin in 
1981, not only was there a new genre of 
hardcore punk brewing in the capital city, 
but two of the leading bands were fronted 
by openly gay men: Gary Floyd of the 
Dicks, and the Big Boys’ Randy “Biscuit” 
Turner. “The Dicks and the Big Boys had 
already created a safe space for me to go to 
the punk club and not be afraid there’s 
going to be gay-bashing,” said Phillips. 
Compared to her hometown of Houston, 
Austin’s political scene was more inter sec¬ 
tional. “It was just inherent in a kind of 
understanding of politics being about 
oppression of people,” she explained. 

Phillips posits that relatively low living 
costs and the “building on all of [these] 
tremendous politics that had already went 
on” in the Seventies spawned Austin’s 
explosive punk scene, especially for queer 
women who wanted to play. Phillips helped 
found “lezzie rock” bands Meat Joy, Girls 
in the Nose, and Two Nice Girls, finding 
her “main place” in Sandra Martinez’s gay 
bar-cum-punk club Chances at 900 Red 
River, the space now occupied by Cheer 
Up Charlies. Chances, opened in 1982, was 
not just the place you’d go to find a new 


girlfriend but also a gathering place for 
Austin’s growing LGBTQ community - 
what Phillips describes as “a safe space for 
all amounts of freaky” - which is why so 
many organizations felt safe hosting bene¬ 
fits there. Martinez told the Chronicle in a 
1998 interview that the Austin Rape Crisis 
Center, AIDS Services of Austin, and Project 
Transitions, among others, raised funds at 
her bar. 

A year after Chances opened, the first 
case of HIV was diagnosed in Austin, and 
Paul Clover founded the Waterloo 
Counseling Center to provide mental health 
services to those dying from AIDS. The 
center’s board created the Austin AIDS 
Project the following year, which became 
AIDS Services of Austin in 1987. Zumbrun, i 
who dedicated her career to HIV/AIDS g 
work, was ASA’s first executive director; “ 
though it was Austin’s largest AIDS ser- < 
vices organization, Zumbrun noted that it £ 
was largely seen as a group for white gay o 
men, leaving out entire communities living x 
with HIV 

CREATING SPACE WITH ALLGO 

In 1985, a group of Latinx LGBTQ activists 

- tired of mainstream, nonintersectional 
gay activism and turned off by mainstream 
Latinx activism that ignored LGBTQ issues 

- founded the grassroots Austin Latino/ 
Latina Lesbian and Gay Organization, or 
ALLGO. The org, known today as allgo, was 
both a social space-maker for Austin’s 


diverse queer communities and a provider 
of HIV/AIDS care and outreach to people of 
color, gay or otherwise. 

Playwright Sharon Bridgforth joined 
allgo as a community volunteer upon arriv¬ 
ing in Austin in 1989, but her role soon 
changed when she started working formally 
with allgo’s HIV/AIDS project Informe 
SIDA through her position with the Austin-

Travis County Health Department. As a 
disease intervention specialist responding 
to syphilis cases, Bridgforth began assisting 
with HIV outreach and early intervention 
after realizing how many in the community 
she served were HIV-positive. Though the 
health department instituted HIV testing, 
support was scarce. “Basically, in the early 
days, with the outreach that we were doing 
- which was specifically focusing on people 


of color communities in East Austin and 
LGBTQ communities of color - the health 
department didn’t really sanction or neces¬ 
sarily pay us for that,” Bridgforth said. “But 
we would certainly take the brochures, the 
condoms, and our time and go do the work.” 

A native Austinite, allgo Executive 
Director Priscilla Hale says she rarely 
went to gay clubs after her first forays in 


college. Instead, she went to house parties 
with her queer friends and joined a black 
lesbian organization called the Ye Ye before 
joining allgo in 1998 as a case manager for 
clients living with HIV/AIDS. The org held 
annual fundraisers and parties, such as 
Baile and its own Pride celebration in 
June. More casual events, like cookouts 
and movies, occurred year round. These 
served a double purpose, explained Hale, 
as both a venue for community outreach 
and an alternative to Austin’s predomi¬ 
nantly white gay clubs. 

“The racism that people experienced 
kept people - and continues to keep people 
- from attending many of the clubs. From 
being told, ‘We don’t play that kind of music 
here’ when they’re taking requests, to just 
outright racist things being said,” explained 
Hale. So allgo decided, “We can do some 
activism around trying to hold these com¬ 
munities and places accountable, but we 
can’t spend all of our energy fighting against 
that, so we’ll create spaces for people.” 

PRIDE, AS WE KNOW IT: 1990s ONWARD 

Nathan Vanden Avond was 20 years old 
when local queen Tamara Jacobs (aka Pete 
Robles) invited him to help start Austin 
Pride because other cities had Prides and 
“as the capital city, we should have one,”

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too. Fascinated by drag, Vanden Avond, who 
worked at Esther’s Follies, videotaped local 
after-hours shows. It was 1990. 

A year earlier, on April 30,1989, thousands 
from across Texas and the U.S. descended 
on the Capitol for the March on Austin for 
Lesbian/Gay Equal Rights, coming at the 
end of a strenuous legislative year in which 
the community demanded the repeal of the 
state’s sodomy law (still on the books) and 
protections for those living with HIV/AIDS. 
Inspired by 1987’s March on Washington for 
Lesbian and Gay Rights, the Austin march 
was the largest demonstration the city had 
ever witnessed. Though no one directly 
credited Pride’s creation to the march, less 
than a year after it happened, Austin Lesbian 
and Gay Political Caucus’ Diane Russell 
called a small meeting to discuss a possible 
Pride in Austin. Robles, along with Kip 
Dollar and his partner Toby Johnson, own¬ 
ers of the gay and lesbian Liberty Books, 
attended and then formed the Lesbian Gay 
Pride Commission of Austin. 

That first Pride, like today’s, took place at 
Fiesta Gardens. And while memories of 
June 10, 1990, are hazy, Vanden Avond, who 
continued to work on the Pride committee 
through 1992 (and returned again in 2011), 
remembers the best part was “just putting it 
on. I was young and had never participated 


in helping to create anything like this.” A 
few years later, Lesbian Gay Rights Lobby 
of Texas (now Equality Texas, the state’s 
largest LGBTQ legislative advocacy organi¬ 
zation) took over Austin’s Pride events. One 
part advocacy, one part fundraiser, and one 
part celebration, LGRLs Pride consisted of 
a festival, the Women’s Dance, and a “polit¬ 
ically skewed” Pride Brunch, recalled for¬ 
mer Equality Texas Executive Director 
Chuck Smith, first hired on a contract basis 
to help put on Pride in 2003. 

Pride was LGRLs most substantial fund¬ 
raiser, generating roughly $100,000 in gross 
revenues and costing $30,000-40,000 to put 
on. Today, millennials are suspect of the 
“corporatization” of Pride, but Smith recalls 
things were very different in 2003. “There 
was a lube sponsor and a beer sponsor - 
that’s who would sponsor Pride,” said 
Smith. “It was before there were many cor¬ 
porate businesses [who were] willing to 
attach their name to something like that.” 

During LGRL’s time at the reins, Austin 
Pride fell in June - during national Pride 
month (as later proclaimed by President 
Barack Obama in 2009) and, every other 
year, just weeks after the Texas Legislature 
gaveled out for the session. With its long 
history of anti-LGBTQ politics, the Capitol

has greatly affected the capital’s Pride. 
“Certainly, in odd-numbered years, Pride 
events were motivational. ... The work 
around Pride was viewed as an extension of 
legislative advocacy and a goal of getting 
more visibility to the issues being faced.” 
Still, Smith recalled, “It was, and still is, 
such a joyful experience.” 

A year before Smith joined LGRL, Austin’s 
Gay and Lesbian Chamber of Commerce 
(now the Austin LGBT Chamber of 
Commerce) kicked off its inaugural Pride 
Parade in 2002 - unrelated to the LGRL fes¬ 
tivities. It also sparked a near-decadelong 
controversy within the city’s queer communi¬ 
ty by enforcing a “family-friendly” dress 
code. When a protester showed up wearing a 
cling-wrap tube top over their breasts and a 
dildo strapped over their jeans, a parade orga¬ 
nizer denied them entry, saying, “This parade 
is about normalcy.” (As another form of pro¬ 
test, Austin’s first Dyke March took to the 
streets just days before Pride in May 2002.) 

As divisions grew - several folks noted 
that over the years, leather, pup masks, and 
even drag have been no-nos of the parade 
- ownership of Pride changed hands. 
According to Council Member and 
then-Chamber President Jimmy Flannigan, 
LGRL handed the Chamber the festival for 


June 2009’s celebration. The result, said 
Flannigan, “was awesome,” with a daytime 
festival in Republic Square Park leading up 
to a nighttime parade that achieved his aim 
to “make it more local,” a success he credits 
largely to then-Pride Chair Ceci Gratias, 
who he remembers as the “great connector.” 

Gratias created a community governing 
board to bring organizations such as the 
Transgender Education Network of Texas 
(TENT), allgo, and Out Youth to help Pride 
embrace the many segments of the city’s 
queer community. Despite 2009’s success - 
at the time, the Chronicle reported, it was “a 
great leap toward earning the public’s trust” 
in the Chamber - Flannigan was ousted 
shortly afterward, replaced by former 
Executive Vice President Chad Peevy. 

TRANS RIGHTS TO THE FRONT 

In the early 2000s, Paula Buis, Lisa 
Scheps, Beth Westbrook, and several others 
in Austin’s transgender community formed 
the Austin Transgender Ordinance 
Initiative to lobby for gender identity to be 
covered by the city’s nondiscrimination 
ordinances. (Decades before these activists 
came together, trans rights activist and cur¬ 
rent Houston Judge Phyliss Frye began 
lobbying for trans rights in Texas; accord¬ 
ing to Scheps, Frye was “here in Austin with 


her ‘Trans Rights are Human Rights’ ban¬ 
ner in the Seventies.”) When the city added 
gender identity to NDOs, the group evolved 
into TENT, but Buis does not flinch when 
she says, “There was a pretty huge resis¬ 
tance to trans rights in Austin and in the 
country.” 

According to Buis, LGRL “routinely” 
lobbied against trans rights at the Capitol, 
while the local Human Rights Campaign 
chapter denied trans activists an informa¬ 
tion table at its annual gala. “I’m not sure 
if the resistance was due to transphobia or 
an idea that our agenda was too progres¬ 
sive. ... I also think they were afraid we’d 
be too angry. Lots of trans people hated 
HRC in those days.” (In 2007, U.S. Rep. 
Barney Frank, D-Mass., dropped gender 
identity from the Employment 
Nondiscrimination Act; while the bill still 
didn’t pass, HRC did not challenge Frank, 
causing a longstanding rift.) 

Scheps, however, began working with 
LGRL in the early 2000s and remembers 
Smith’s predecessor 
Randall Ellis fighting for 
trans inclusivity. “At a 
staff level, LGRL was 
definitely walking the 
walk.” Buis and Scheps 
credit each other, as well 
as local therapist Katy 
Koonce and their friend 
Westbrook - an activist, 
artist, and educator - for 
pushing trans rights and 
visibility in Austin. 

Westbrook, who once told 
her friend (and former 
Chronicle staffer) Shelley 
Hiam that the “primary 
reason” she became an 
activist was a “sense of obligation, a feeling 
that if I don’t do this work, it might not get 
done,” died in 2004, but Buis and Scheps 
agree: She’d still be fighting the “really 
good fight today.” 

In the years that followed, Scheps helped 
bring the International Foundation for 
Gender Education Conference to Austin, 
while Buis joined the board of the Austin 
Gay and Lesbian International Film 
Festival. “I think all those things contribut¬ 
ed to increasing trans visibility in Austin,” 
Buis said. In terms of Pride and LGBTQ 
rights, Scheps believes “Austin has always 


been on the correct side” of history, but 
adds: There have always been “backslides.” 

QUEERBOMB AND BEYOND 

Many would agree that Pride in Austin 
has had its share of backsliding - what 
Flannigan describes as a “boom and bust” 
cycle. By the time of 2010’s namesake event 
at the Long Center, Peevy and the Chamber’s 
Pride had competition. A group of queer, 
trans, and nonbinary folks united to form 
QueerBomb, a “flash Force assembly of 
LGBTQIA individuals” looking to offer a 
queerer, more inclusive alternative to Pride. 
At the time, QueerBomb described the city’s 
Pride festivities as “non-inclusive, capitalist, 
heteronormative, safe, and unchallenging.” 

The anti-corporate, all-DIY march and 
party at East Austin’s North Door on Friday, 
June 4, the day before Pride, was born of “a 
lot of really, really frustrated feelings,” said 
QueerBomb founding member Beth 
Schindler. These mostly stemmed from 
Pride’s censorship of queer expression and 
its financial barriers to 
entry. (Participating 
groups and businesses 
need to pay for both a 
table at the festival and a 
slot in the parade.) Since 
its formation 10 years ago, 
QueerBomb has clocked 
victories and courted con¬ 
troversies, but Schindler 
credits QueerBomb with 
spurring the strides since 
made by Pride. 

After the 2010 event, 
Pride was $30,000 in debt; 
Peevy stepped down, and 
the Chamber spun off the 
Austin Gay and Lesbian 
Pride Foundation - what 
we know today as Austin Pride - as an inde¬ 
pendent group. New and returning blood, 
including Nathan Vanden Avond, his 
now-husband Benny Vanden Avond, and 
Paul Huddleston, joined the board to repair 
the damages. Under new leadership, Pride 
moved to September and returned to Fiesta 
Gardens. Through many uncomfortable con¬ 
versations and hustling for sponsorships, 
Vanden Avond exclaimed: “We were able to 
remedy it in less than a year.”

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SHINING A LIGHT ON LESSER-TOLD STORIES: INSIDE 
THE AUSTIN HISTORY CENTER’S LGBTQ COLLECTIONS 


In researching the history of the LGBTQ rights 
movement and Pride celebrations in Austin, much 
of this article’s early history and interview subjects 
were gleaned through the LGBTQ Resource Guide 
and collections at the Austin History Center. 

In 2012, former AHC video archivist Tim Hamblin 
and volunteer Scott Hoffman created the center’s 
LGBTQ Resource Guide. According 
to Kelly Hanus, an administrative 
assistant at the AHC, the decision 
was largely born out of the efforts 
of former Chronicle senior editor 
Kate Messer and Chronicle contrib¬ 
utor Andy Campbell in 2009 to 
document Austin’s gay “barchive,” 
during which the pair dug through 
the center’s LGBTQ collections and 
came up mostly empty. “The 
guide,” explained Hanus, “allows 
for researchers to see a gathered 
list of archival materials we house 
that document the LGBTQ commu¬ 
nity, organizations, events, and 
issues, from periodicals to photo¬ 
graphs to organizational records.” 

The center has since prioritized collecting 
LGBTQ materials, said Hanus, who acknowledged 
that the AHC is “still lacking in LGBTQ collections” 
and continually seeking materials to add to the 
archive. With the requirement that the materials 
be relevant to Austin and Travis County history, the 
center accepts everything from personal papers 
and photos to digital materials, whether they be 
part of a group of materials pertaining to a single 
person or organization, or single items. (See our 
interactive timeline online for a sample of items 
that have been donated to the LGBTQ collections.) 


In addition to limited staffing and high work¬ 
loads, Hanus said another challenge with building 
up the AHC’s LGBTQ collections is an ethical dilem¬ 
ma: How does an archivist navigate post-mortem 
outing? Figuring out how to describe materials per¬ 
taining to people who were not out during their 
lifetime - “though perhaps their family and close 
friends knew and donated materi¬ 
als after their death” - and whether 
to add them to the LGBTQ Resource 
Guide is a delicate process. “For 
those that passed away during a 
certain era, it is a difficult line to 
walk.” Hanus agrees that commu¬ 
nity archiving between friends and 
family is essential in creating more 
“appropriately and authentically” 
detailed records, seeing an ideal 
solution in making connections 
while people are living. “Obviously, 
that is not always going to be the 
case, but I believe a big part of our 
role as archivists for the city is to 
build lasting relationships.” 

For the AHC, Hanus explained, prioritizing the 
LGBTQ collections allows for a more comprehen¬ 
sively documented history of the city. “Local histo¬ 
ry archives across the country have had to come to 
terms with how they have failed in the past to col¬ 
lect documentation of every community,” she said, 
pointing to the center’s three community archivists 
working to collect materials from the local Asian 
Pacific American, African American, and Latinx 
communities. “Donating materials to your local 
history center allows for your story and your com¬ 
munity’s story to become accessible to the public at 
large for generations to come.” - Beth Sullivan

By 2012, the parade found its current 
route along Congress to Fourth Street, and 
the team continued to grow Austin’s event 
into a destination Pride (which today’s Pride 
board credits as a primary reason why 
Austin Pride happens in August). As for 
dress codes, Vanden Avond says if it’s not 
breaking the law, it’s fine by Pride. Schindler 
concurs that Pride “altered a lot of their 
practices in very important ways. ... I’m for¬ 
ever grateful they were able to respond to 
[QueerBomb].” But in Schindler’s eyes, they 
“still have a lot of work to do.” 

Much of what Schindler views as “work” 
is on Austin Pride’s radar for 2019 and 
beyond. For Micah Andress, who succeeded 
Huddleston as president of Pride in January 
2018 amid tensions on its board, that vision 
is clear - even if getting there might not be. 
Andress, who began volunteering with 
Pride in 2011, hopes to expand Pride to a 
full weekend (parade on Friday, festival on 
Saturday and Sunday, like Pride Weekends 
across the U.S.) and move the festival to 
Auditorium Shores (where it took place in 
2008). This, Andress hopes, will allow Pride 
to make the festival free, more accessible, 
and “give Pride back to the community,” 
because “Pride is all of us, it doesn’t belong 
to just one of us.” 


BLACK PRIDE 

Every spring, UT-Austin is home to the 
annual Clyde Littlefield Texas Relays, a 
well-loved destination event for black 
Texans from across the state. So it’s fitting 
that Austin’s Black Pride began at Relays in 
the mid-Nineties. “It started at my home,” 
recalled Bradley, a retired educator, whose 
friends would drive down from Dallas and 
Fort Worth for the weekend. (Bradley asked 
us to use his last name only.) Their days 


would be spent on campus, but nights left 
them lacking. “Clubs didn’t care to promote 
to blacks,” explained Bradley. “When more 
than three of us came in together the music 
would change - they knew if the music 
wasn’t right, black people wouldn’t stay.” 

Bradley’s response was to start throwing 
parties at his house, where people would 
hang out and play cards. His friends 
brought their friends, and it grew. By the 
fourth year, he went all in. His events - 
planned months in advance (he joked about 
storing food in the freezer and buying mix¬ 


ers long before March rolled around) - 
eventually became known as Austin Relay 
Pride, a celebratory space for Austin’s black 
LGBTQ community and those visiting for 
Relays. Representatives from AIDS 
Services of Austin would attend with con¬ 
doms and pamphlets about sexual health. 

After 450 people showed up at his house 
one year, Bradley decided to make a change: 
“We’re going to the hotel.” He also decided 
to make it official, reaching out to the 


Center for Black Equity to become a part of 
its Black Pride network and forming a 
board with allgo’s Priscilla Hale. “It was a 
wonderful time,” said Bradley, who recalled 
a year when they’d rented more than 70 
rooms at the Wyndham in South Austin 
before Austin Relay Pride came to an end in 
2012. “We actually got snow in March, and 
we got snowed in ... but everything was at 
the hotel. It was just so intimate.” 

Several years later, Sheldon Darnell and 
Jeremy Teel decided to pick up where 
Bradley left off - thanks to a 2015 holiday 


dinner party the pair hosted as a get-togeth¬ 
er for black gay men. As Darnell remem¬ 
bers, a couple who’d met at Relay Pride 
attended and shared their love story. “It was 
huge for me,” said Darnell, who’d recently 
moved to Austin and was searching for a 
way to “pour back into the community.” 

Together with Morris Haywood, Frank 
Washington, and Sani Ballard, Darnell and 
Teel reached out to Bradley, got his blessing 
(and support), and by March 2016 had eight 
events lined up, just in time for Relays. In 
2018, Austin Black Pride moved its events 
to June, but Darnell remains committed to 
hosting events year-round, because “there 
are no spaces you could go to” as a black 
queer man “on any given night.” (ABP’s 
events are inclusive of the entire LGBTQ 
spectrum.) 

It’s a void of not just social spaces but 
social services for black queer men, women, 
and trans folks that keeps Darnell focused 
on ABP’s next move. Over the last four 
years, ABP has hosted a Juneteenth panel, 
facilitated free kickboxing classes (in the 
aftermath of 2016’s Pulse shooting), and has 
become Austin’s only nonprofit to focus 
exclusively on the black queer community. 
“Now we’re trying to figure out our focus,” 
said Darnell, and ways to “affect people in 
different realms instead of staying in silos.” 


With the achievement of marriage equality, many Ls 
and Gs took a deep breath, sat down, and stopped 
fighting; the current state of political affairs is 
inspiring new activists and reigniting others.

2019: BACK INTO THE STREETS 

Pride, still relevant today, continues to 
evolve after 50 years of passion within a com¬ 
plicated and intersectional movement. With 
the achievement of marriage equality, many 
Ls and Gs in the LGBTQ community took a 
deep breath, sat down, and stopped fighting; 
but, four years later, the current state of polit¬ 
ical affairs is inspiring new activists and reig¬ 
niting others. With that spark comes a wake- 
up call to the greater LGBTQ community that 
trans people - especially trans women of color 
- still don’t have protections that others have 
achieved, and HIV rates, especially among 
black and Latino men who sleep with men, 
are, again, on the rise. 

Alongside Austin Pride’s 29th annual festi¬ 
val and parade this weekend are two addition¬ 
al (unaffiliated) Pride events hoping to propel 
the movement forward. Local DJ and party 
promoter Ezra Edwards will launch Austin’s 
first official Trans Pride, featuring trans and 
nonbinary artists including the event’s hosts, 
plnkstar and Y2K. A portion of the proceeds 
will be donated to TENT, and Lisa Scheps 


feels that right now, a Trans Pride is 
“super-duper important” to Austin. “Right 
now we’re visible. ... I think it’s very import¬ 
ant that we maintain our voice.” 

Austin’s trans and nonbinary voices are 
also invited to join in Sunday for the return 
of Austin’s Dyke March, a historically politi¬ 
cal event that often precedes Prides across 
the country. Hosted by Schindler and 
Unbounded Agency’s Anita Obasi, the march 
taps into the rich legacy of queer activism, 
including Pride’s riot roots, started by trans 
women of color. “It’s very important to me 
that people realize Pride is a movement and 
not just a party,” explained Obasi. “Especially 
in this day and age where [Pride’s] been so 
commercialized.” For Schindler, the march 
- and others like it - will continue to reclaim 
and create space by “connecting to the radi¬ 
cal protests” of the past and taking today’s 
fights into the streets, a “radical space where 
we’re not asking permission.” ■

Native Son 

Artist Jeffrey Gibson explores his indigenous roots and 
American identity in “This Is the Day” at the Blanton

Jeffrey Gibson’s “This Is the Day” is a rousing title that 
refracts into a question: This is the day ... for what? A diverse 
exhibition of 50-plus works ranging from paintings to punching 
bags, the solo show ties the artist’s Native American heritage 
to modern American culture, resulting in a fantastically syncretic 
display of the sacred and the sequined. 

As a child, Gibson moved around quite a bit, living abroad 
with his family (his father was a civil engineer), far from life 
on a reservation, more defined by his U.S. passport than his 


Choctaw and Cherokee background. Yet his role as an outsider 
forged a unique perspective on how cultures differ and overlap 
- including the complicated American narrative he came from. 

“This Is the Day” begins with a series of indigenous wall 
hangings, many of which include various song lyrics that 
only become obvious after a few moments - everything from 
Eighties pop to “Amazing Grace.” Gibson is having fun with 
synthesizing these somewhat random cultural references: The 
“JC” on his Love Supreme piece might just as easily stand for 


Jesus Christ as John Coltrane. Other wall hangings include 
more cryptic messages, like “In Such Times, Clowns Become 
Witnesses.” The catchiest phrase emerging from these funky 
bead designs is “Look How Far We’ve Come,” which shines 
bright with melancholic irony and makes me wonder once 
again: This is the day for what? 

Gibson’s abundant use of colorful materials, such as glass 
beads, vibrant fringe, and metal jingles, reinforces notions of 
traditional and tribal aesthetic, though more subtle details in 
his work (an image of a Google search bar, the Everlast boxing 

logo) reveal a darker 
subtext of capitalism and 
consumerism. This duali¬ 
ty culminates in the back 
space with an impressive 
display of kimono-like 
garments known as 
ghost shirts suspended 
in air, their garishly tasseled arms outstretched as a collective 
welcome to visitors - garments which were traditionally worn 
by Native Americans during ceremonial dances to ward off the 
white man. 

The 8-minute film toward the end of the show is not to 
be missed, with its hypnotically quotidian details taking us 
through the daily routine of a trans woman living on a Choctaw 
reservation in Mississippi. We watch her putting on makeup 
while getting ready for work with such quiet tenderness that 
it’s easy to forget the pain in her truth and grace as she 
moves through a world which likely struggles to understand 
her. The film then shifts into an evocative nature scene, where 
the protagonist, garbed in a simple robe, glides deeper and 
deeper into the center of a lake, preparing for some kind of 
personal ritual which feels both baptismal and ominous. She 
disappears completely beneath the water’s surface, as if 
pulled down by a weight, before rising back up moments later, 
along with the answer to the question: This is the day.

The Seam Project: South 

The Seam Project presents four multidisciplinary perfor¬ 
mances in four months, with each gathering a showcase of 
four to eight neighborhood artists and their collaborators on 
a 4-by-4-foot stage in the yard of a house. Maybe youVe been 
looking for something a little off the beaten path of creative 
happenings in this town, something that's deep and sincere 
and will stick in your memory like a welcome wound of joy 
and connection?

John Carr Gable, and Zach Muhn, and we're recommending 
it for anyone who's still (at least partially) alive.

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I’m just going to come right out and say it: 
I’ve never seen Disney’s animated film The 
Little Mermaid. Go ahead, tell me I “didn’t 
have a childhood.” The truth is, dear reader, 

I did this for you. I knew that one day I’d be 
called upon to give as objective a review of 
Zilker Theatre Productions’ 2019 summer 
musical as possible. You’re welcome. 

With the outdoor theatre company’s staging 
being my first real exposure to the beloved 
classic, I was eager to see how ZTP would 
capture the visual magic that defined Disney’s 
hand-drawn animation renaissance (especially 
at a time when live-action/CGI remakes con¬ 
stantly rob classics of their creative magic). 

Given the sheer amount of manpower that 
Zilker Theatre invests in its free, family-friendly 
summer musicals, I wasn’t 
surprised to find myself 
transported beneath the 
waves by the production’s 
visuals alone. Chris 
Conard’s shimmering light 
design, combined with 
Ismael Soto Ill’s well- 
crafted set (boasting 
hidden compartments, 
an acroyoga setup used to creatively simulate 
drowning, and even a slide for performers to zip 
down platforms), provided the perfect setting 
for outstanding ensemble numbers. Songs such 
as “Under the Sea” became smorgasbords of 
light, color, and movement, made grander still 
by Jennifer Davis’ visually arresting costumes. 

The Little Mermaid's non-musical scenes, 
however, fumble the momentum established 
by these rich displays, resulting in a narrative 
that feels glossed over. In the title role of Ariel, 
Sarah Zeringue displays both vocal prowess 
and a dancer’s gracefulness. But with a rushed 
script holding her back from genuine develop¬ 
ment, it’s only when Ariel’s voice is stolen that 
she comes into her own as a character. 

In the role of her square-chinned love 
interest, ZTP veteran Travis Gaudin plays 


Prince Eric with puppy dog-like obliviousness. 
A level-headed heroine corralling her lovable 
doofus can be fun (as I saw earlier this year 
in TexARTS’ production of Xanadu), but this 
dynamic is only as strong as its couple’s 
chemistry. The Little Mermaid's book seems 
to equate Ariel and Eric’s pre-established 
recognizability with legitimate character devel¬ 
opment, leaving Zeringue and Gaudin few 
opportunities to build an onstage relationship. 

Credit where it’s due, director Scott 
Shipman does find avenues for meaningful 
characterization. Actor Brandon Lozano brings 
a gentle tenderness to domineering Triton. 
When this sea king angrily punishes his 
daughter’s disobedience, it’s clearly from a 
place of misplaced sorrow rather than cold 
authority. Meanwhile, 
Ariel’s mer-sisters bring to 
the stage eight distinct, 
consistently entertaining 
energies, while Coty Ross 
Williams’ show-stealing 
turn as flamboyant baddie 
Ursula is as iconic as ... 
well, a Disney villain. 
Zilker’s Mermaid dips 
its toe in originality, but never strays far from 
its source. The presentation might not stack 
up to, say, The Lion King's stage adaptation, 
where inspired directorial decisions capture 
and enhance the original film’s spirit. Still, 
there’s a lot of heart and creativity baked 
into this production, clearly communicating 
why the film is still considered a master¬ 
piece today. ZTP’s apt combination of music, 
visuals, and dynamite vocal performances 
builds upon the audience’s nostalgia for the 
original film, ensuring that most will leave 
the hillside satisfied. Maybe I shot myself 
in the foot by not engaging with the source 
material first, but considering that this pro¬ 
duction’s parts are greater than its narrative 
whole, I can’t say I wasn’t entertained.

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THE ADVENTURE ZONE: 

MURDER ON THE ROCKPORT LIMITED!

There's always plenty of drama around adaptations. Nine 
times out of 10, we’re talking book-to-film, which lends itself 
to worries about what’ll be cut, who’ll be cast, whether the 
people doing the adaptation will Get It, and whether anything 
will look like you imagined. Podcast to graphic novel? Well, 
that’s a much rarer beast, but not one without similar fan 
anxieties attached. The Adventure Zone: Balance, a Dungeons 
& Dragons actual play podcast arc that ran for a nice 69 epi¬ 
sodes from December 2014 to August 2017, is the brainchild 
of the McElroy family, of comedy advice podcast My Brother, 

My Brother and Me fame. Brothers Justin, Travis, and Griffin 
and their dad, former radio host and comic book writer Clint 
McElroy, are at the helm of the graphic novel adaptation of 
their improvised audio adventure, so any fears about loss of 
creative control can be assuaged. But it’s still a heady task to 
recognizably translate characters who were defined by tone of 
voice onto paper, and to make story beats that were originally 
off-the-cuff feel intentional the second time around. 

Murder on the Rockport Limited! is the second volume in 
The Adventure Zone graphic novel series and, unsurprisingly, 
benefits from having a little less to set up and more playful 
source material to work with. (The adventure covered in the 
first volume is largely based on a pre-existing D&D game, 
while everything after is the invention of Griffin, who was the 


podcast’s Dungeon Master.) After accepting employment at 
secret world-saving organization the Bureau of Balance, wizard 
Taako, fighter Magnus, and cleric Merle are given their first 
assignment: to recover a dangerous magical item that’s been 
locked aboard a train. What follows is Agatha Christie by way of 
Robin Hood: Men in Tights. Precocious boy detectives, fantasy 
wrestling stars, magical locked room mysteries - it’s all very 
delicious icing on top of the cake that makes TAZ: Balance what 
it is: a gregarious, largely incompetent trio of adventurers who 
you absolutely, unavoidably fall in love with. 

Of course, it’s little surprise that you’d enjoy this iteration if 
you are a devotee of the podcast, but Murder on the Rockport 
Limited! cements the fact that those who read the graphic 
novels without that background will be getting a confident, 
stand-alone version of the story that succeeds on its own 
merits. Artist Carey Pietsch’s work is more richly designed and 
emotionally resonant than ever, and it’s especially exciting in 
one of the short, more serious sequences that’s original to this 
adaptation - you can’t help but look forward to how she’ll han¬ 
dle the weightier material that arises as the series continues. 
No shock given its source material, this is a text-heavy graphic 
novel, but Pietsch keeps up an elegant, economical flow of pan¬ 
els that lets the jokes land with aplomb. The Rockport Limited 
is a ride you don’t want to get off of. - Rosalind Faires

Kasha-Katuwe Tent Rocks National Monument looks like a 
fantasyland of conically topped sentries standing guard over the 
desert between Santa Fe and Albuquerque, New Mexico. The 
unusual rock formations are the remains of layers of rock and ash 
deposited by ancient volcanic eruptions. 

On the edge of the Rio Grande Valley, centuries of erosion cut 
towers and narrow canyons in the soft pumice and tuff. It is a unique 
and colorful landscape, with the walls painted in layers and cavi¬ 
ties left in the mountainside where harder stones were dislodged. 

The tent-shaped formations are hoodoos shaped by a constant 
battering of wind and rain. Some have rock caps while others 
have been worn to a point. The columns vary from just a few feet 
tall to more than 90-foot towers. 

Two main trails take visitors back to the most spectacular 
formations and the best views of the surrounding country. 
Although portions of the hike are ADA accessible, the 1.5-mile 
Slot Canyon Trail traverses a slot canyon and climbs almost 
1,000 feet to a scenic overlook. 

President Bill Clinton set aside the rugged, 5,402-acre 
national monument in 2001. Managed by the Bureau of Land 
Management, the preserve has many of the same rules of a 
national park. 

The Pueblo de Cochiti surrounds much of the park, and the 
community operates a visitor center near the entrance. The tribe 



is descendant from the Pueblo people who once occupied the near¬ 
by Bandelier National Monument. 

Kasha-Katuwe Tent Rocks National Monument is about 40 miles 
southwest of Santa Fe off 1-25. Admission is $5 per vehicle from 
8am to 4pm. The best time to visit is in the morning; weekends 
can get very crowded.

@GayTrashCleanupCrew Helps Save Austin Green Spaces 

WHOLE FOODS MILLENNIAL AND PARTNER INSPIRE 
INSTAGRAMMERS TO PICK UP TRASH by Alexandra Detmar 


Following her 2016 graduation from 
Southwestern University in Georgetown, 
Christine Harbour upgraded Austin from 
weekend-hangout to second-hometown status. 
Originally from Houston, Harbour grew up 
without easy access to natural green spaces, 
and it was love at first sight when she began 
to explore the Greenbelt: “Taking myself out 
of the city for just an hour or two at a time 
ignited my passion for camping and enjoying 
green spaces around the country.” 

Harbour adds, “I’m a strong believer that 
as humans, we need to take ourselves out of 
city life from time to time, to help reset your 
mind. Even though most of the Greenbelt is 
still nestled within the city, the fact that you 


can escape those sights and sounds after 
a short drive and a short walk will always 
be special to me.” 

Noticing more and more trash near the 
Greenbelt trails over time, especially aban¬ 
doned dog poop, Harbour began picking 
up regularly: “I was inspired by an Austin 
Instagram user called @365daysofhiking who 
made a pact to pick up trash once a day for 
an entire year,” says Harbour. “As soon as 
I filled my first bag of trash, I decided that 
social media would be a good place to share 
it. I wanted everyone to know how easy it was 
to pick up after yourself, and a full bag of 


trash from a one-hour hike was 
a good way to visualize the 
consequences of littering.” 

After a post of hers (offer¬ 
ing supplies to locals want¬ 
ing to follow suit) went “viral” 
in the local Facebook group 
“DOES THE GREENBELT HAVE 
WATER,” Harbour purchased reus¬ 
able mesh trash bags and sanitary gloves 
for more than 10 different group members. 
Not long after, Harbour and her girlfriend, 
Sam Kimmel, created a new Instagram han¬ 
dle following a recent #trashtag trend on

social media. @GayTrashCleanupCrew is sim¬ 
ply “a celebration of being gay and cleaning 
up the planet,” says Harbour. “It’s mostly a 
joke to get people laughing.” Going for the 
gross-out factor, one of their captions reads, 
“Yesterday’s trash haul included a bloody tis¬ 
sue, three bags of dog poop, a pair of men’s 
underwear, and a really nice Nike tennis shoe 
that was sadly missing its other foot.” Other 
posts highlight the beauty of natural spaces 
like McKinney Falls, Pedernales Falls, and 
other nearby hiking destinations. The pair 
also posts before-and-after pics of heavily 
trashed areas, proudly showing their yellow 
mesh sack with its contents. 

“The funniest thing I’ve ever picked up was 
a high school student’s pile of partially burnt 
math homework,” says Harbour. “I think they 
took it out to the Greenbelt to set it on fire 
as a cleansing sort of ritual for the end of 
the school year. When the paper didn’t burn 
completely, they left the pile of charred 
remains out on the trail. While it was certainly 
dangerous to light that fire, especially during 
the drought, it was a bit entertaining to find 
the homework remains after the fact.” 

Working for Whole Foods in software devel¬ 
opment, Harbour explains that the company 
mentality of practicing what one preaches 
influences her life outside of work: “Working 
for a health food store that boasts organic 
product selection and community cleanup 
efforts wouldn’t make sense if you didn’t 
also do your personal part to give back to 
the planet. Because my job involves looking 
at a screen for 90% of my day, it’s extra 
important to get outside and spend time in 
green spaces. I don’t think I could work in a 
tech-focused career like this without the abili¬ 
ty to step away from all of it completely.” 

§ As Harbour and Kimmel chronicle their 
< rounds through places like the Shoal Creek 
I Greenbelt and St. Edward’s Park, they hope 
E their limited audience will grow. “A few times 
when people have passed me with my bag of 
trash on the trail, they’ve confused me with a 
different Instagram trash picker, which is kind 
of funny,” says Harbour. “But it’s also encour¬ 
aging, because it tells me that everyone 
is seeing the posts and they are 
engaged with what we are doing.” 
Though Harbour surely 
speaks for most millennials when 
she mentions how daunting it 
feels to confront making positive 
change in the world, she is ulti¬ 
mately satisfied if she can leave 
a green space cleaner than she 
found it. “When you post on social 
media, you make other people want to 
follow in your footsteps,” she says. “It’s the 
same way Instagram ‘influences’ make you 
want to live a certain lifestyle - when you 
see someone doing good around the world, 
it makes you want to do it, too.” ■

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Frozen Desserts on 
the Face of the Sun 

Where to find Austin’s coolest, sweetest treats

With the current long, hot summer days come cravings for cold, refreshing treats. 
Austin’s dessert landscape has evolved, particularly when it comes to frozen sweets. Our ice 
cream trucks are now filled with inventive, made-to-order, and globally influenced flavors, 
many of which are even dairy-free. These trucks won’t be circling your neighborhood, 
though they aim to bring you just as much joy and sweet relief when visiting their parked 
trucks and storefront locations. 


BANANARCHY » 

Multiple locations, www.bananarchy.net 

Austin’s only frozen banana stand (with two 
locations) transports customers right into an 
Arrested Development episode, particularly while 
ordering “the GOB,” pronounced “the Jobe.” Just 
as the beloved character would order, the house 
specialty comes with two frozen bananas, a double 
dipping of chocolate, and extra nuts. In addition to 
their creations, you can build your own. Ethically 
sourced bananas are first dipped into your choice 
of chocolate (regular or vegan), peanut butter, or 
vanilla, then covered in toppings like sprinkles or 
toffee. Weekly specials are regularly announced, 
like German Chocolate, Banana Pudding, and 
Strawberry Nutella Dream. 

BAR PEACHED 

1315 W. Sixth, www.barpeached.com 

Inspired by the owner’s affection for bingsu, 
the team at Bar Peached imported a special ice¬ 
shaving machine to authentically make Korean 
bingsu, also known as “milky ice.” The dessert 


menu offers four distinct flavors which all feature 
a bowl of softly shaved ice, a scoop of ice cream, 
and homemade toppings. The Choco-Monster 
uses Amy’s popcorn-flavored ice cream, crushed 
chocolate-filled Oreos, drizzlings of caramel and 
chocolate syrup, and a sprinkling of “dragon salt” 

- Maldon salt tossed in dragonfruit powder. An 
order of bingsu is portioned for two to four people, 
so plan ahead. 

CASEY’S NEW ORLEANS 
SNOWBALLS •

Open seasonally (now through the end of 
October), Casey’s has been a summer tradition 
since 1996. Brought here by a family member 
running a shop by the same name in Louisiana, 
its roots are true to its name. The New Orleans 
influence means chocolate and cream syrups 
are offered alongside the expected ones, like 
watermelon and tiger blood. All 70 flavors are 
made in-house with real cane sugar, and their ice 
is proudly harvested on-premise, then shaved to

order for that perfectly rounded snowball. To 
further steer from the usual sno-cone menu, 
upgrades like vanilla custard stuffing and chile- 
lime topping can be arranged. 

COW TIPPING CREAMERY

Featured in national lists of what to eat in 
America, Cow Tipping Creamery’s layered soft 
serve is deemed destination-worthy by dessert- 
lovers across the country. Born as a food truck, 
they’ve matured into a South Austin storefront. 
From three flavors of made-from-scratch soft 
serve (chocolate, vanilla, and the weekly special) 
and toppings (grouped into chunks, crumbs, nuts, 
fruits, and sauces), you can build your own or 
choose a pre-designed stacker. The Lemon Drop 
features layers of fresh lemon curd, honey dust, 
molasses graham crumbs, and whipped cream. 
They correctly argue that alternating layers of 
soft serve and toppings is “so that the last bites 
are just as good as the first.” 

DOLCE BACIO •

Dolce Bacio was opened one year ago by an 
Italian couple newly planted in Texas. Prior to 
leaving Italy, Francesca and Dante trained at 
several top gelato schools, where they learned 
to make high-quality products from scratch. 

“Our goal here is to offer the same quality and 
tradition you find in Italy, crossed with local 
flavors,” Francesca explained with gusto. On the 
menu, you’ll find rotating flavors of sorbet made 
with fresh fruit and gelato in both dairy and vegan 
forms. While the pink truck stays parked on the 
Eastside, they also sell scoops from a bike stand 
that travels along Congress, between Fareground 
and the Capitol. Also on the menu is affogato, 
tiramisu, cannoli, and custom gelato cakes.

Handmade in front of each customer, 
either cream or coconut milk is poured onto a steel 
plate chilled to -30 F, stirred around until it starts 
to freeze, then thinly painted like a crepe onto 
the surface with a stiff metal spatula. The newly 
formed ice cream is scraped into rolls as wide as 
the spatula which are then stacked vertically into 


a cup and loaded with toppings of your choice. 
House recipes include the Honey Bear, made with 
vanilla, Teddy Grahams, honey, and cinnamon.

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Review: Epicerie at 
the Contemporary 

FRENCH PICNIC FARE PAIRS DELIGHTFULLY WITH 
A STROLL THROUGH LAGUNA GLORIA byJessiDevenyns 


During the summer, it can be difficult to 
persuade even weather-hardened Austinites 
to sit on a patio and enjoy a hearty plate 
of French fare, which is likely why, when 
Sarah McIntosh opened Epicerie at the 
Contemporary, she focused on classic 
picnic fare. At first glance, the condensed 
version of the beloved Rosedale bistro’s 
menu was slightly disheartening, but the 
selections are curated to complement the 
outdoor ambience. 

After enjoying 14 acres of uninterrupted 
lakefront around Laguna Gloria’s sculpture 
gardens on a sweltering afternoon, I wan¬ 
dered to the front of the museum grounds, 
thankful the space’s master revamp plan 
included installing a cafe where previously 
the only option was bringing a brown-bag 
snack. Cooling off on the amply shaded 
porch, I needed something 
more than ordinary to whet 
my appetite. 

Epicerie is known for 
artful presentations - a 
great reputation to main¬ 
tain on an art museum 
campus - so when the 
compostable to-go contain¬ 
er was delivered in lieu of 
a lovely dish at this counter-service eatery, 
my hopes were nearly dashed. And then I 
opened that post-consumer recycled box. 

The cured salmon bagel arrived open- 
faced with bright colors and textures, the 
halves begging to be tasted independently. 
Refreshing radishes and crisp cucumbers 
contrasted nicely with the sizable portion of 
cold-smoked salmon, raw red onions, floral 
capers, and dill fronds. But perhaps most 
importantly, because Epicerie serves Rosen’s 
Bagels - where both sides, not just one, are 
coated with sesame seeds - the two halves 
are happily married, free to express them¬ 
selves individually, but also wonderful when 
functioning as a sandwich. 

The sweet potato farro salad, a decon¬ 
structed grain bowl that spotlights individual 
layers linked with dollops of sauce, is so art¬ 
ful it pained me to destroy the composition. 

A quick swirl of the fork combined plump 
golden raisins and crunchy peanuts, making 
the chewy farro and frisee curls appropri¬ 
ate choices. Billed as a salad, the hearty 
combination, especially with a delicately 


soft-boiled egg add-on, creates a substantial 
meal. My side of kids’ mac & cheese (which, 
yes, prompted a raised eyebrow as I had no 
one under 10 in tow, but it’s hard to resist a 
childhood favorite) was delicious, if expected, 
though the broccoli florets did break up the 
endlessly creamy texture. I wish I’d concoct¬ 
ed this combo on college nights when I was 
reduced to Easy Mac. 

I returned just for the avocado toast, and 
Epicerie’s version of the dish that redefined 
millennials’ obsession with breakfast turned 
out to be a work of art, with avocado as 
its medium. The toast itself was a golden 
chaise which absorbed a delicious dose 
of butter, and the creaminess of perfect¬ 
ly ripe avocado was amplified by burrata 
cheese. Things didn’t get out of hand 
thanks to the frisee, pomegranate seeds, 
and quinoa granola that 
added some thoughtful¬ 
ly less caloric crunch. 
Epicerie also offers a 
list of baked goods from 
classic chocolate chip 
cookies to French-pastry 
staple bostock (an indul¬ 
gent treat somewhere 
between French toast and 
an almond croissant, with a layer of citrusy 
frangipane). The cafe stocks a selection of 
local craft beers, sparkling water, a variety 
of French and Italian wines, and offers a 
standard list of espresso drinks. 

In a place dedicated to taking enough 
time to appreciate the fine details, it seems 
Epicerie expects patrons to take their orders 
away. There was no compost or recycling bin 
in sight, only a garbage can, which ultimately 
reduces the whole point of environmentally 
friendly to-go containers. Dine-in is available 
- there is plenty of table space surrounding 
the cafe - but almost all of the passersby 
seemed to be rushing away to somewhere 
else on the grounds. That said, it’s not hard 
to procure a spot if a lunchtime dash-and- 
go isn’t your speed. Questions surrounding 
disposal methods aside, Epicerie’s food is a 
welcome addition to an area where until now, 
visitors had to rely on snacks they packed at 
home. And really, we could all probably use 
some time to relish the nuances of dining 
alfresco, especially when someone else pre¬ 
pares the picnic. ■

Bill Paxton’s lost film is an intercontinental remix that tied 
together UT, Bob Fosse, and William S. Burroughs

It was 1973 when a kid called Tom 
Huckabee first met Bill Paxton. They were 
both students at Richmond College in 
England. Huckabee was a film enthusiast, 
and was taking classes for high school cred¬ 
it. Paxton was a bit-part actor, taking college 
hours. They got along, and after classes 
finished, they went their separate ways, 
meeting up later in Hollywood. That’s when 
Paxton told Huckabee about an abandoned 
project of his, a film that is rarely seen to 
this day. A madcap endeavor that epito¬ 
mized the cut-up remix culture of the 1980s, 
it finally gains a new form this year as 
Taking Tiger Mountain Revisited, Hucka¬ 
bee’s tribute to aspects of his friend Bill 
that most people never saw. 

List great character actors, and Fort 
Worth native and Texas Film Hall of Earner 
Bill Paxton is up there. From micro-parts in 
1984 in The Terminator (he’s one of the 
punks that gets wiped out by Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) and Streets of Fire (as 
Clyde the bartender, he gets cold-cocked by 
Amy Madigan), he became ubiquitous. His 
jaw-dropping resume made him part of 
James Cameron and Kathryn Bigelow’s 
stock players ( Near Dark, True Lies, and, of 
course, Titanic), plus he had leading parts 
in Twister, A Simple Plan, and Apollo 13. 
But that was only part of Paxton. He was 
also a director (his 2001 debut, Frailty, is 
now regarded as a landmark in Southern 
Gothic), and just before his shocking and 
sudden death in 2017, his true passion proj¬ 
ect - a long-gestating adaptation of Joe 
Lansdale’s The Bottoms - was greenlit. But 
he was also a weird radical artist, who 
directed the gonzo kids’-book-meets-gross- 
out video for Barnes & Barnes’ song “Fish 
Heads,” and was in a New Wave band called 
Martini Ranch, before Hollywood shifted 
his trajectory. Yet even for him, his lost film 


Taking Tiger Mountain, which reemerged 
this month re-re-reconstructed on Blu-ray, 
was out there. 

A BAD TRIP 

In 1974, after befriending Huckabee at 
Richmond, the 19-year-old Paxton and an 
aspiring filmmaker called Kent Smith 
decided to make an indie art movie. Inspired 
by William S. Burroughs, Albert Camus’ 
The Stranger, and the Beat poets, they 
would go to Tangier to make a pulled-from- 
the-headlines riff on the kidnapping of 
John Paul Getty III. So they head to Moroc¬ 
co with a $20,000 budget (“skimmed off the 
top of an educational movie,” Huckabee 
explained), an ArrifLex Technoscope cam- Ijj 
era, 10 hours of black-and-white short ends * 
- leftover film stock - from Bob Fosse’s = 
Lenny Bruce biopic Lenny, “and probably a | 
tripod.” Unfortunately, what they didn’t £ 
have was any permission to be there and > 
make the movie, “so they got arrested,” said £ 
Huckabee. “They were interrogated, put in o 
jail, [and] Kent bribed them out.” 

Deported to Gibraltar, with nowhere to 
shoot, Smith and Paxton were at each oth¬ 
er’s throats and ready to split what was left 
of the budget. That’s when inspiration hit: 
Paxton remembered that he knew a bunch 
of hippies in Wales that he’d met at 
Richmond College, so they’d just up sticks 
and shoot there. “That’s a typical thing of 
Bill,” Huckabee said. “When he would get a 
creative idea, his mood would raise and 
he’d get real excited about making this 
thing happen.” 

So they head to Wales, use up all 10 hours 
of stock, and that was it. Unfortunately, they 
were now so short of cash that Paxton’s dad 
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had to wire the money to fly them and the 
film home. This was the raw footage Paxton 
showed to Huckabee - and raw is the right 
word. It had been shot with no sound, with 
the intention of adding dialogue later, but 
there was no cash to finish production. It 
was only in 1979, when Huckabee was in his 
final year studying in the Department of 
Radio-Television-Film at UT-Austin, that he 
convinced Smith to lease him what he had 
(as well as footage from what Huckabee 
called “an erotic portrait” of Paxton called 
“D’Artagnan”), to turn it into an actual film. 

By this point, the idea of making a film 
referencing the Getty kidnapping was pret¬ 


ty passe, so Paxton and Huckabee decided 
to completely change the story - not too 
challenging, considering what they had was 
silent, abstract, black-and-white footage. 
They called in another UT student, Paul 
Cullum, to help them with the script. He 
was writing a TV criticism column for the 
campus newspaper, The Daily Texan, called 
Notes on the Wasteland, which he described 
as “cultural criticism masquerading as pro¬ 
gram reviews, and it didn’t make any sense 
to anybody, even me.” He’d already written 
a student short, “Speed of Light,” which 
was one of the films included in Jonathan 
Demme’s quasi-legendary Made in Texas - 
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Six “New” Films From Austin collection 
that screened in New York in 1981. Cullum 
recalled that Huckabee approached him 
and told him that he wanted to jettison the 
original script and make something “about 
militant radical feminists, and the SCUM 
Manifesto, and Valerie Solanas, and maybe 
a prostitution ring centered in Wales, and 
it’ll be dystopian in the future, and there are 
two shots of loudspeakers, so we can create 
a whole fabric of the future from radio 
broadcasts. ... He said, ‘Can you make 
something out of this?’ And I said, ‘Sure.’” 

The footage may have been formless, but 
Cullum was still impressed. “It was really 
lush,” he said. “It looked like Antonioni. It 
had a lot of scarred, electric static that 
would set on characters because of the cam¬ 
era they used. But that was a narrative ele¬ 
ment, to incorporate all your mistakes. Beat 
your liabilities into assets.” 

CUT UPS AND BLADE RUNNERS 

Huckabee also handed him another asset: 
the involvement of William S. Burroughs. 
The shadow of the grand man of junkie fic¬ 
tion hung over the film from moment one, 
from the point that Smith and Paxton first 
decided to follow his footsteps to Tangier, 
just as Burroughs had traipsed after anoth¬ 
er libertine, author Paul Bowles. Yet this 
was the early 1980s, and 
Burroughs had fallen off 
the agenda, lost to per¬ 
sonal tragedy and failed 
projects, buried deep in 
what would eventually 
become the “Red Night” 
trilogy. Yet he was 
steadily getting redis¬ 
covered by a new gener¬ 
ation of punks, New 
Wave kids, and what 
would become the indus¬ 
trial scene. However, 
that wasn’t transferring 
to financial security 
quite yet. “He was giving away stories to 
any film student or amateur that wrote him 
a letter,” said Huckabee, who paid $100 for 
the rights to the 1979 short story Blade 
Runner (a movie). Unlike the 1982 film 
Blade Runner, which only used the name, 
Cullum, Huckabee, and Paxton folded ele¬ 
ments into their film (and in doing so gave 
Burroughs his first feature film credit). 

So finally, in 1983, after so many delays 
and a complete re-envisioning, Taking Tiger 
Mountain was finally ready to screen. 
Fortunately for Huckabee, he was working 
for Landmark Theatres and convinced the 
chain to take the film; and yet the fates were 
still not done conspiring. It was probably a 
sign when, at the opening weekend screen¬ 
ing at the Inwood Theatre in Dallas, 
Huckabee was struck down with appendici¬ 


tis during a live TV interview. Then the film 
itself was silenced as the distributor, Horizon 
Films, went bankrupt. It got some positive 
reviews, but it took a roasting from The 
Houston Post’s Joe Leydon, who penned 
what Huckabee called “the most negative 
review. His headline was ‘The Making Was 
Better Than the Taking,’ and you could tell 
he was just pissed off with having wasted two 
hours of his time.” Unfortunately, that was 
the wire review that was reprinted around 
the state. “It’s one thing to have two different 
people give you a bad review,” said Huckabee. 
“It’s another to have one just follow you from 
town to town. ... So it died after that.” 

So everyone moved on. Huckabee 
launched a career as a producer and script 
doctor, Paxton was becoming a star, and 
Smith had lost interest in the film (“It just 
wasn’t the movie he had wanted to make,” 
said Huckabee). It wasn’t until Paxton died 
that Huckabee felt drawn back to a project 
that, even though it had been released, he 
had never really been happy with. “I believed 
in the story,” he said. “It was just that a lot of 
the story didn’t make it to the screen.” 

Luckily for him, in 2016 the digital rights 
to the film were acquired by Etiquette 
Pictures. Yet rather than just oversee a stan¬ 
dard 4K restoration, Huckabee went back in 
to rebuild the footage as a new film - differ¬ 
ent enough that he felt 
he had to give it a new 
name: Taking Tiger 
Mountain Revisited. He 
even went back and took 
notes from Leydon’s 
review, and that of 
The Austin Chronicle 
co-founder Louis Black 
which he called “kind ... 
he was seeing what I was 
trying to do, and felt that 
it was an honorable 
experiment, if not 
entirely successful.” 
Huckabee used those 
reviews like studio notes: “I wanted to make 
a movie that these people can watch again 
and hopefully do a turnaround, like Roger 
Ebert did with Brown Bunny.” 

Huckabee called this new release “a 
45-year delayed orgasm,” not least because 
the new wave of reviews for this release 
have been much more positive. He said, “I 
believe I’ve taken it from two and a half 
stars to three and a half.” Yet for the direc¬ 
tor, it’s not just about finally getting a real 
and complete version of the film out in 
America. It’s an opportunity to help reshape 
the legacy of a man who was a household 
name as a character actor. “Bill was an 
auteur,” he said. “His friends knew. His col¬ 
laborators knew.” ■

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A Commitment to History 

JENNIFER KENT’S THE NIGHTINGALE HONORS 
THE STORIES OF THE ABORIGINAL PEOPLE OF 
AUSTRALIA by Richard Whittaker 


The colonial history of Australia is one 
of blood and horror. With her new film The 
Nightingale, writer/director Jennifer Kent has 
attempted to tell not just the stories of the 
white settlers who invaded or the convicts 
dumped there, but also the Aboriginal peo¬ 
ples oppressed, butchered, and thrown from 
their lands. However, her first commitment 
was to ensure that the story was true to 
their experiences. If it hadn’t been, she said, 
“I would have felt like I was colonizing them 
all over again.” 

Kent’s film has thematic links to her 2014 
breakout horror, The Babadook - not least in 
its depiction of how extreme grief shapes us. 
In Tasmania in 1825, an Irish convict, Clare 
(Aisling Franciosi), and an Aboriginal guide, 
Billy (Baykali Ganambarr), set out to wreak a 
bloody revenge on the British Army soldiers 
who have debased and abused them. It’s 
not a story Kent would have expected to tell. 
“I don’t really like period films,” she said. “I 
don’t like that they have a fastidious atten¬ 
tion to costume and design, at the expense 
of the humans onscreen.” Her real aim was 
to create something “that sat more in a 
mythical realm. I don’t mean that it was 
untrue, but that it took on a universality. In 
setting the film in the past, I was able to 
put it in a world that wasn’t of the here and 
now, but was of its own making - but that I 
felt very freeing.” 

But this did not mean abandoning histori¬ 
cal accuracy. Instead, she consulted with 
many researchers, including a military expert 


and an Irish cultural historian, to find both 
period details and contemporary resonances 
(as well as a sexual clinical psychologist, 
who advised on the film’s disturbing rape 
sequences). “I remember my first session 
with the army historian,” said Kent. “It was 
so brutal, but I took it all on board.” 

Ultimately, she said, “I see [The 
Nightingale] as a war film more than a 
period film.” That could be why it evokes 
a particular moment in Australian cinema, 
between the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
when Australia’s own cruel history and posi¬ 
tion on the global stage was explored in films 
like historic martial narratives Gallipoli and 
Breaker Morant. For Kent, the greatest chal¬ 
lenge - and obligation - was in depicting the 
underrecorded and underrepresented history 
of Aboriginal Australians. That’s where one of 
the era’s most pointed dramas came in: The 
Chant of Jimmie Blacksmith. Fred Schepisi’s 
1978 film was an adaptation of Thomas 
Keneally’s fictionalized version of the life of 
Jimmy Governor, an indigenous man whose 
murder of nine white settlers over six days 
in 1900 has become a cultural flash point 
in Australian history. She described the 
film as “running in the background” of The 
Nightingale and pivotal to her own film. “I 
think the fact it got made allowed this film 
to get made. I think people could see the 
potential in it.” 

Schepisi’s film was a game changer, 
because it treated Aboriginal characters 
as rounded and from a distinct culture. By 



contrast, Kent said, “There were films made 
in Australia in the past that were made with¬ 
out consultation or collaboration, and I don’t 
think that’s acceptable anymore.” Case in 
point: Nicolas Roeg’s seminal outback drama, 
1971’s Walkabout, which reduced its indige¬ 
nous characters to mystical ciphers. “It’s a 
masterpiece,” said Kent, “[but] in terms of 
the Aboriginal content, I don’t buy it, and I 
think now you couldn’t get away with it - or 
you shouldn’t be allowed to.” 

Kent noted that Screen Australia - the 
federal agency responsible for promoting 
and supporting film production - has 
become proactive in helping filmmakers 
work with Aboriginal people, but she wanted 
to go even further. That’s why the most 
meaningful collaboration was with the 
Tasmanian Aboriginal people, and most 
especially “Uncle” Jim Everett, a writer and 
elder of the clan plangermairreenner in 
Northern Tasmania. Without his involvement, 
Kent said she doubted the film could have 


worked. “I would have abandoned it,” she 
said, but Everett’s involvement convinced her 
to move forward. “He said to me, ‘This is a 
shared story.’” However, he wasn’t just 
another expert, another brain to pick for 
authenticity: She worked through the story 
with him, and he would consult with other 
elders at the Tasmanian Aboriginal Centre to 
ensure that what was shown was authentic. 
“Jim was a representative of a larger body 
of Aboriginal people, so everything had to 
be taken through Jim to his people, and then 
back through Jim to me. So it was a very 
considered process.” 

If that sounds like a lot of work, it was. 

But for Kent, it was a vital part of the story¬ 
telling. “It shouldn’t be easy for white film¬ 
makers to make stories about Aboriginal 
people. There should be a process.” ■

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Histories Joined 
in Blood 

Australia’s brutal roots unearthed by The Nightingale

In her standout debut The Babadook, film¬ 
maker Jennifer Kent used the supernatural 
as a framing device for the trauma of one 
woman. The Nightingale, her much-anticipated 
second feature, may mine similar territory, 
but there is a confidence and a self¬ 
assuredness on display in Kent’s 
second feature that was only hinted 
at in her first. From her unflinching 
examination of the dual standards 
for gender and ethnicity to the film’s 
lush compositions, The 
Nightingale is a tough 
watch, but one well worth 
the ugly brush with sexual 
violence and trauma. 

Deported Irish convict 
Clare (Franciosi) has spent the past few 
years waiting to be released from her debt¬ 
or’s contract. Under the savage watch of 
the young Lieutenant Hawkins (Claflin), she 
suffers through repeated rape and acts of 
physical violence in the hope that her family 


will one day be allowed to seek out a new 
life for themselves. But when her husband, 
Aidan (Sheasby) and baby are taken from 
her in a sudden act of violence, Clare enlists 
local Aboriginal guide Billy (Ganambarr) to 
help her hunt down Hawkins and his travel¬ 
ing companions. The two form a wary 
partnership as they travel across 
the Tasmanian countryside toward 
Hawkins and his final destination. 

The violence that Clare 
undergoes is unspeakable, 
but this trauma does 
not excuse the fear and 
hatred she carries for the 
Aboriginal people. When 
Clare and Billy first set 
out on their journey, she fills the air between 
them with crude and unfocused hatred. She 
refers to him offhandedly as “boy,” dismisses 
his traditions as hocus-pocus, and keeps her 
rifle pointed squarely at his chest throughout 
their first day of travel. If the atrocities visited 


upon Clare show the complete disregard the 
soldiers have for the bodies of young women, 
then her own unkindness toward Billy makes 
it clear that even she towers above the 
Aboriginal men and women who serve the 
British army. 

In fact, what brings Billy and Clare closer 
together is the recognition of their shared 
inhumanity. Kent’s script does not offer a 
false equivalency between the two characters 
- unlike Clare, Billy lives in constant fear of 
being shot on sight just because of the color 
of his skin - but the film does inspire them to 
recognize how powerless they are in the face 
of inequity. No captain or elected official will 
take their word against that of a British offi¬ 
cer; at one point, overwhelmed with frustra¬ 
tion, Clare uses their shared powerlessness 
as a call to action for her companion. “You 
know what it’s like to have a white fella take 
everything you have, don’tcha?” He does. 

As the chase continues, The Nightingale 
draws further parallels between the two par¬ 
ties. Hawkins and his right-hand man, Ruse 
(Herriman), lose their way without the guidance 
of their Aboriginal guide, but this loss operates 
at a much deeper level than that. Without the 
hideous structure of slave and master to bol¬ 
ster them, the two men quickly turn on each 
other and threaten violence against the other 
members of their party. Meanwhile, Billy and 
Clare slowly unearth their similarities, including 
a shared affinity for songbirds. Their perceived 
inhumanity affords them common ground, 
common ground both Franciosi and Ganambarr 
spend time organically developing. 

Late in the film, Billy and Clare are res¬ 
cued from the road by an elderly couple on 
their way into the city. Billy settles onto the 
floor near the dining room table, but the 
farmer is having none of it. He picks up 
Billy’s meal and invites him to sit at the din¬ 
ing room table. It’s a tried-and-true moment 
in films about race relations: The white 
character elevates his nonwhite counterpart, 
causing them to be overcome with emotion 
at the sensation of acceptance. In fact, Billy 
does cry, but there is no gratitude to be 
found in his face. His is a cry of frustration 
at the way his life and the lives of his coun¬ 
trymen have been so thoroughly distorted. 
“This is my country,” he cries out in frus¬ 
tration. “This is my home.” The Nightingale 
never loses sight of who Tasmania’s true 
victims are, and in the process, it offers a 
degree of maturity few revenge films could 
hope to accomplish.

THE ART OF RACING 
IN THE RAIN 

D: Simon Curtis; with Milo Ventimiglia, Amanda Seyfried, Ryan 
Kiera Armstrong, Gary Cole, Kathy Baker; with the voice of Kevin 
Costner. (PG, 109 min.) 

I don’t have a dog, nor have I ever owned 
one. No need to sharpen your pitchforks, I 
just don’t have a stake in the world of canine 
inner monologue. But I found that The Art 
of Racing in the Rain isn’t so much about a 
dog as it is about human compassion seen 
through the eyes of one. 

The film’s leading pooch, Enzo (Costner), 
gets adopted by aspiring Formula One racer 
Denny Swift (Ventimiglia) and grows up on 
the sidelines of racetracks, adoring his tal¬ 
ented owner and dreaming of being behind 
the wheel himself. Swift falls in love (obvi¬ 
ously) with Eve (Seyfried), an English teacher 
who ushers in an era of domestic bliss while 
still encouraging Swift to pursue his racing 
dreams. Enter their daughter Zoe (Armstrong) 
and life takes over from there with Enzo faith¬ 
fully by the family’s side for much longer than 
I knew dogs could even live. 

The first hour is paced faster than Swift 
on the track. Seriously, one second Swift is 
inviting Eve to his buddy’s show, and the next 
they’re getting hitched, but I suppose that’s 
what happens when you watch a movie in 
dog years. The side characters are unfailingly 
available for Swift’s every need and Eve is 
endlessly forgiving of her oft-absent husband, 
temperaments intended to be endearing but 
are counterproductive to making the char¬ 
acters believable. I can digest unwavering 
loyalty from man’s best friend, but from man 
himself? Spare me. 

Although predictable, the story still 
manages to pack an emotional punch and 
depending on your level of relatability to 


Swift’s hardships - cancer treatment, custo¬ 
dy battles, a stagnant career - it might hit 
harder than you expect. I was truly waiting for 
Swift to give up and pick up the bottle, but 
for all family-friendly intents and purposes, he 
remains a Good Guy™ thanks to his sidekick, 
a Very Good Boy. Enzo is undoubtedly Swift’s 
rock, but the dog doesn’t get an exaggerated 
hero moment. Rather, Enzo is something of a 
philosopher, contemplating his eventual rein¬ 
carnation as a man and analogizing Swift’s 
racing expertise with sage life advice. In a 
period obsessed with the inner thoughts of 
dogs, Enzo’s witty yet heartfelt existential¬ 
ism is refreshing, and thankfully lacking in 
squeaky diversions. 

Far more important than racing is the rain 
- that being the film’s overarching metaphor

O PASOLINI

The Italian filmmaker Pier Paolo Pasolini is 
the subject of this film by American director 
Abel Ferrara. Linked by their artistic hetero¬ 
doxy, the two men are good foils for each 
other, enhancing viewers’ understanding of 
each filmmaker’s perspective on the intrin¬ 
sic creative unity of the personal and the 
political. Pasolini and Ferrara, both renegade 
Catholics, have made movies that stretch the 
boundaries of their forms (for examples, see 
Pasolini’s The Decameron, The Canterbury 
Tales, and Medea, and Ferrara’s Ms .45 
and King of New York) and others that have 
caused shock and scandal (i.e., Pasolini’s 
Said, or the 120 Days of Sodom and Ferrara’s 
Bad Lieutenant). It seems appropriate that 
Ferrara, who started making films right 
around the time Pasolini was murdered in 
1975, feels an affinity with this forebear. 

Despite a perfect pairing of sensibilities, do 
not come to Pasolini with expectations of see¬ 
ing a biopic. This is not Pasolini 101, but rath¬ 
er an advanced course in the darkness that 
shades both men’s work. Pasolini covers the 
last hours of the artist’s life, a life that pro¬ 
duced poetry, novels, and essays, in addition 
to films. Ferrara’s film is ruminative and frag¬ 
mented, showing glimpses of his imagining of 
Pasolini’s last day. Pasolini is awakened by his 
mother (Asti), with whom he shares an apart¬ 
ment in Rome. He drinks coffee while perusing 
newspapers and consults with his assistant 
(Colagrande). He types furiously on his Olivetti 
while the imagined novelistic scenes play out 
onscreen. His friend Laura Betti (de Medeiros) 
joins them at home for lunch. Later he meets 
in restaurants with unidentified cohorts, once 
while dandling a baby on his knee. At night, he 
cruises the streets in his Alfa Romeo, looking 
to pick up hustlers. But even this description 
makes Pasolini sound more like a straightfor¬ 
ward biography than the scattered reflection of 
one filmmaker on another. 

Of course it helps tremendously that 
Willem Dafoe plays Pasolini. Just as he

did with 2018’s At Eternity's Gate, in which 
he embodied the artist Vincent van Gogh, 
Dafoe brilliantly captures the essence and 
a more-than-reasonable resemblance to the 
real figures. ( Pasolini was made in 2014 
but not theatrically distributed until now.) 
Mostly, he delivers his lines in English, but he 
also speaks occasionally (and curiously) in 
American-accented Italian. A bit of structure 
is added by opening the film with Pasolini 
answering questions for what was to become 
his final interview. “We’re all victims and we’re 
all guilty,” he observes. Ultimately, this may 
be the tie that binds Ferrara and Pasolini.

The Peanut Butter Falcon is a movie that 
wears its heart on its sleeve. Despite the 
film’s obviousness and surface-deep emotions, 
its heartwarming glow makes this an easy-to- 
like project. Upon its debut at the 2019 SXSW 
Film Festival last March, it was honored with 
the competition’s Audience Award. Whether 
this indicator of popular affection will be 
enough to hoist the film past its terrible title 
and the stench of actor Shia LaBeouf’s public 
misdeeds and become one of the feel-good 
movies of the year remains to be seen. 

Zak (Gottsagen), a young man with Down 
syndrome, escapes from the nursing home 
where he resides due to the inability of his 
family and the state to better provide for 
his needs. On the lam wearing nothing but 
his tighty-whities (making him appear more 
infantile than he is), Zak by chance runs into 
another fugitive, Tyler (LaBeouf), a crab fish¬ 
erman who steals from cages belonging to 


some local crabbers (Hawkes and Yelawolf), 
and then sets fire to them. Tyler skips out 
after literally burning his bridges, and along 
his journey we also observe some flashbacks 
to his deceased brother (Bernthal), who died 
in a car Tyler was driving. Initially, Tyler views 
Zak as an unnecessary burden to his plan 
to hightail it to Florida and start life over. 

Yet, with time, Zak’s tenacity and optimism 
win over Tyler’s grumpy survivor’s instincts, 
and Tyler promises to accompany Zak to his 
desired destination: the training camp of a 
wrestler known as the Salt Water Redneck 
(Church). The pair stealthily travel through the 
Outer Banks of North Carolina, never ques¬ 
tioning that the larger-than-life wrestler whom 
Zak has lionized after multiple viewings of 
a scratchy old videotape is the real deal. 
There’s nothing bogus about wrestling, right? 

Along their journey, the two men bond. 
Tyler teaches Zak to swim and catch fish, 
drink alcohol and stay undercover, developing 
brotherly companionship and loyalty as time 
passes. Eleanor (Johnson), the kind-hearted 
nursing-home employee tasked with finding 
and returning Zak, eventually catches up 
with the duo. The threesome clicks and form 
something of a family unit. The Lost Boys 
have found their Wendy. 

First-time feature film writers and direc¬ 
tors, Tyler Nilson (who shares the same first 
name as the leading character) and Michael 
Schwartz, compensate for the unoriginality 
of this Adventures of Huckleberry Finn- styled 
narrative with a wide-open sense of authen¬ 
ticity. LaBeouf again demonstrates the agility 
that characterizes his acting and allows him 
to acrobatically teeter between tragedy and 
comedy. Johnson has little to do other than 
serve as the female superego, but the facial 
expressiveness that made her such a good 
choice as the heroine of the Fifty Shades 
movies, beams as well here. Other actors 
such as Bruce Dern and Thomas Haden 
Church also turn in flavorful performances. 
Additionally, the North Carolina coastline 
glows and beckons in the gorgeous land¬ 
scape cinematography of Nigel Bluck. 

While watching the movie, I jotted in my 
notes that The Peanut Butter Falcon is like 
a Make a Wish movie (something like that 
documentary from a few years ago in which 
all of San Francisco comes out to indulge 
a dying kid’s Batman fantasy). I’d stick with 
that description if only one of the characters 
hadn’t mouthed the same thoughts in the 
film’s closing moments. So, in conclusion, I’ll 
return to my former observation about the 
film’s obviousness. The Peanut Butter Falcon 
may lack depth and subtlety, but you can 
always feel the beat of its heart.

windscreen wipers, but it’s no less pervasive 
or concrete in the minds of its followers. 

The fangs of this belief have sunk deep 
into this small West Virginia community, 
where Mara (Englert, Ginger & Rosa) serves 
her loyal role as the daughter to local 
charismatic preacher Lemuel (Goggins) 
and fiancee to Garret (Pullman), a former 
lost sheep who has come back to the fold. 
Yet it seems she been sharing more than 
sideways glances with the apostate Augie 
(Mann), the son of her father’s right-hand 
woman, Hope (Colman). 

Them That Follow is a small, intimate 
depiction of a community held together by 
faith, and the conviction that they can use 
the ire of rattlesnakes and cottonmouths to 
gauge God’s love. The moments of snake 
handling are few and tense, but the languors 
between those crawling chills become lulls, 
especially as the film so clearly soars when 
Goggins is onscreen. Colman and Gaffigan 
(as her faith-conflicted husband Zeke) pro¬ 
vide a bedrock, while it’s Dever ( Booksmart) 
as Dilly, Mara’s closest friend, who pushes 
the moments of drama, quietly blundering 
through relationships. 

The story is not really about the snakes, 
but about how faith shapes behavior, and 
shapes power structures. When push comes 
to shove, the bullying, domineering nature 
of these Pentecostal patriarchs comes all 
too clear, without ever falling into cartoonish 
villainish behavior. Them That Follow is never 
directly critical of the insanity at play, instead 
letting the story reveal the crimes commit¬ 
ted in their own light. Indeed, a moment of 
human cruelty actually plays too broad, espe¬ 
cially since Goggins - the master of back- 
woods complexities - brings both menace 
and compassion with just a glance, or the 
way he leans on a counter. 

We’ve undoubtedly come a long way in 
depictions of semi-separated communities 
since the toothless rapists of Deliverance, 
but Them That Follow instead finds its critical 
power in pointing out the peril of good inten¬ 
tions - thoughts and prayers, indeed. While 
never screaming its message, the script by 
first-time feature directors Britt Poulton and 
Dan Madison Savage still finds a way to 
damn the sin more than the sinner.

REPRODUCTIVE RIGHTS DOC “CITIZEN” 
NEEDS YOUR FUNDRAISING HELP

She explores the intersectional 
barriers women face in obtaining reproduc¬ 
tive healthcare and spotlights activists in 
the fight for reproductive rights, including 
footage from the 2019 Austin Women’s 
Rally. Currently in post-production, Carlisle 
needs funds for editing, sound mixing, and 
animation. She’s also raising money to back¬ 
pay her entirely woman and non-binary crew 
who have helped the film with donated time. 
“This project is about so much more than 
one documentary,” said Carlisle. “It’s part of 
a greater movement of people fighting back 
against an attack on every woman’s inde¬ 
pendence in this country.”

(Eisenberg) into his unpleasant world view. On the surface, 
the script seems forced and mannered but that’s because 
the film depends on its own self-awareness, and without 
Eisenberg none of this would work. He has perfected char¬ 
acters defined in opposition to traditional masculine ste¬ 
reotypes, and here a strong performance - and a little bit of 
intertextuality - make Stearns’ script feel dangerously time¬ 
less.

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Preserving Our VHS Heritage 

VULCAN VIDEO GIVES BACK TO THE COMMUNITY 
WITH TAPS AND TAPES bySamRussek 


Vulcan Video is a gateway to “Old 
Austin,” that nostalgic big-city-small-town 
capital captured in Richard Linklater’s early 
films. Originally opened in the 1980s, the 
video rental store harkens back to the days 
before Netflix, when you entered looking for 
one tape or DVD and left with an armful of 
staff recommendations. It’s shifted locations, 
expanded, and multiplied: But even with the 
ever-rising cost of operating in Austin and 
the supposed death of 
physical media, there’s 
still one Vulcan left with 
the lights on, and with a 
GoFundMe to help keep 
it that way. 

General Manager 
Jacob Q. Knight said 
he never thought a 
GoFundMe would work, but people had 
already donated close to $3,000 when he 
woke up the morning after it went live, and 
the money and support keep coming in. 
Vulcan has raised more than $30,000 as 
of the end of July, still shy of their $35,000 
goal. “I was just thinking we couldn’t close 
or default on the lease, because then all 
the stuff [in the store] that’s not ours is the 
bank’s, and they would just sell it off until 
they got their money back.” 


To show its thanks to the community and 
attract new customers, Vulcan has launched 
Taps and Tapes, projecting VHS gems every 
Saturday with free beer (provided so far by an 
assortment of local breweries and distributors, 
including Austin Beerworks, Karbach Brewing, 
Thirsty Planet, and Party Barn). The series has 
screened a variety of genres, from 1980s New 
York crime dramas to a rare Charles Manson 
documentary. Knight said the films chosen 

each week aren’t available 
through a streaming ser¬ 
vice, and that’s by design. 
“It’s a variety of stuff 
that’s really rare and we 
want people to see. 

“Video stores in 
general have always been 
beyond a place to just 
find movies. They’re community hubs,” Knight 
said. “We kind of owe [the community] at 
this point not only the effort to stay open but 
the effort to grow and continue to stay open, 
and that’s what we’re trying to do.” 

Movies are why Knight moved to Austin. 

He was attending Fantastic Fest in 2012 
when he decided to rent an apartment here, 
even though he didn’t have a job, and Vulcan 
Video was one of the first places where he 
turned in an application. It was a way to be

closer to the film community, as Vulcan was 
(and still is) a place for filmmakers, film crit¬ 
ics, and film lovers alike. “It’s just a strong¬ 
hold,” he said. “A friend told me once that 
you go to New York and you go to L.A. to 
make movies, but you go to Austin to watch 
them. That’s one of the things we’re preserv¬ 
ing: a place where these kinds of minds can 
come together and at least have a job, and 
a place to incubate and come up with their 
next thing.” 


Although Austin is changing, Knight said 
he hopes the store can continue to be what 
it is. “[Vulcan is] going to evolve with the 
times to stay open, but in [our] guiding mind¬ 
set, it’ll always be a weird little haven for 
people who love cinema.”

During the clip from July 21, a fight breaks 
out on the corner of Seventh Street and Red 
River, across the street from Elysium’s outdoor 
patio and catty-corner to Swan Dive. Some 10 
individuals huddle around the sidewalk. Then, 
a man in a white shirt reaches for his waist¬ 
band, after which a young woman’s legs are 
suddenly blurred onscreen - to hide the blood. 

Cars and walkers stream by, heading home 
from the bars just before 3am. Business as 
usual in the increasingly violent heart of the 
live music capital, right? Well, except the 
shooting kicked off a concentration of gun 
violence in the Red River Cultural District. 
Three shootings in 10 days reawoke concern 
over multiple incidents during South by 
Southwest (revisit “What Sparked Joy at 
SXSW Music,” March 22). Despite a citywide 
decrease in violent crimes this year, police 
report an uptick in the Downtown area. 


CROSSTALK 


PAT WHITEFIELD , veteran local blues bassist, 
died Monday, Aug. 5, at the age of 72. According to 
a Facebook post by drummer Mark Hays, Whitefield 
“had recently weathered the removal of a brain tumor 
and was just starting chemo and radiation. His road 
ahead was going to be a long one, but he was feeling 
good, had a great attitude and seemed happy.” Hays 
played with Whitefield in the Little Elmore Reed Blues 
Band, which filled their usual Monday slot at King Bee 
the night of his passing. Starting with Sixties Austin 
group Sweetarts, Whitefield later served as the origi¬ 
nal bassist for Antone’s house band and performed 
with the Fabulous Thunderbirds. 

A ROKY ERICKSON MURAL now decorates 

Hyde Park pizza hangout the Parlor. Longtime bartend¬ 
er and local muralist Charles Czech re-created the cover 
design of rare 1988 album Openers. Czech remembers 
stencils of Erickson and other rockers in the original 
Parlor location on North Loop. “The mural has one red 
streak down the side,” he says. “The old place was red 
and black, so for me, it tied in the whole backstory for 
what the Parlor is.” His buddy, who works in the kitchen, 
always thought the distinctive streak on his own LP copy 
was a ketchup stain. 


Sunday, July 21 

Reginald Isaiah Thomas, 26, shoots a 
woman multiple times after a disturbance at a 
nightclub spills out into the street. The Austin 
Police Association responds on Facebook 
with, “Could this six-block area be one of the 
most violent locations in the State of Texas? 
We’ve lost count on how many shootings and 
aggravated assaults that have been commit¬ 
ted in this area over the past several months.” 

Wednesday, July 24 

Darnel Esco, a man with a history of 
perpetrating attacks in the Downtown area, 
stabs a transgender homeless woman in an 
encampment along Waller Creek early in the 
morning. The victim sustains life-threatening 
injuries, including an inch of her intestines 
hanging out. 

Saturday, July 27 

A fight breaks out between 18-year-old 
Moses Mohinga and another man at the 
500 block of East Seventh Street around 
9:40pm. Mohinga retrieves a handgun from 
a car nearby and shoots the victim. 

Tuesday, July 30 

A man and woman, planning to see a 
friend perform at a nearby business, walk to 
the Gulf gas station on East Seventh Street 
around 9:30pm to use the ATM. Inside the 
station, a random altercation begins with 
27-year-old Bruce Washington, which esca¬ 
lates into a shooting outside the building. 

Wednesday, July 31 

Red River Cultural District Executive 
Director Cody Cowan calls an emergency 
meeting with Mayor Steve Adler, Police 
Chief Brian Manley, and City Council 
Member Kathie Tovo. Of the 75 Red River 
business owners and employees who showed 
up, Cowan says, “We committed to be profes¬ 
sional, but I think otherwise people would 
have been screaming at them. When you 
have bullets whipping past venue and restau¬ 
rant doors, it’s totally unacceptable.” 



At the meeting, city leaders emphasized 
that none of the shootings involved individuals 
identified as homeless or receiving services 
from the Austin Resource Center for the 
Homeless (ARCH). Rather, the individuals 
involved on July 21 were described by Manley, 
in a police briefing, as “[frequenting] the area 
around the ARCH.” The July 27 shooter was 
quoted as instructing the victim to leave “his 
area” near the ARCH before shooting. 

Manley didn’t confirm gang or narcotics 
activity, but added, “That’s the type of lan¬ 
guage that’s usually associated with that 
type of conduct.” Corey Hutchins, co-owner 
of Waller Creek Pub House, spoke at the 
community gathering about the harassment 
of his employees by transient individuals. In 
recent weeks, one flashed a gun at Hutchins’ 
employee working the door. 

“The criminal transient are preying on the 
homeless, and now it’s escalating to preying 
on businesses,” says Hutchins. “Multiple 
businesses, us included, are having to close 
early or staff more, so it’s affecting our bot¬ 
tom line.” 

In a Facebook post last Tuesday, Stubb’s 
General Manager Ryan Garrett pushed for 
the installation of a gate around the alley 
between the now-shuttered Sidewinder and 
Beerland locations. He called for music fans 
to email City Council about the many-years- 
running project (see “City on the Fence,” 
January 25), which Adler promised to have 
completed back in March. Cowan says the 
alley has deterred potential buyers from 
reopening Beerland. 

“There were 15 venues open when we 
started the district, and now there are around 
nine,” he adds. “These problems are not 
only hindering current business owners from 
being able to pay bills. It’s stopping the 
next generation.” 


Tovo, Council member for District 9, 
received updates last month that a building 
permit application had been submitted by 

Public Works. 

“I don’t know how to account for all those 
months,” admits Tovo. “I don’t believe it 
was a matter of funding, but I may be wrong 
about that.” 

At the Aug. 8 City Council meeting, Tovo 
will present a resolution requesting the city 
manager to expedite fence construction. 
She’ll also request funding for a laundry 
list of long-requested district improvements, 
including trash cans, lighting, and sidewalk 
improvements. Tovo and Cowan are both 
pleased with quick police response, launched 
last weekend with “mandatory 100 percent 
staffing,” meaning any vacant positions are 
filled with overtime hires. 

Other improvements stationed officers at 
Seventh and Red River streets, increased 
work by the street narcotics and gang 
units, and lit up the alley and Waller Creek 
entrance off Sabine Street. APD also 
encouraged businesses to call 911 more 
frequently in order to create accurate police 
data. In a briefing, Manley said, “I would 
encourage people to still go out and enjoy 
yourself, but as we always talk about, 
be responsible.” 

In addition to providing the district with 
a new fence timeline of 40 days, Tovo told 
the Chronicle she hopes for other projects to 
begin by November. Disappointed with delays, 
Cowan plans to push for more transparency 
about which projects are funded. 

“When people are literally being shot 
on the street, this is an emergency,” says 
Cowan. “If we can’t figure this out, it hurts 
the musicians and the scene. Everyone now 
is just waiting, arms crossed, going, ‘Show 
me what you said you’re going to do.’”

The Austin Punk Chronicles, chapter one, part two: Roky Erickson 
and Doug Sahm cut one of punk’s first singles

As Roky Erickson’s live solo debut loomed 
at the grand opening of the Ritz on October 
18, 1974 - the same night as the premiere 
there of Tobe Hooper’s The Texas Chain 
Saw Massacre - the former 13th Floor 
Elevators frontman not having a backing 
band for the occasion became a pressing 
issue. Hastily returning from Memphis, the 
singer’s chief collaborator, Bill Miller, had 
no choice but to enlist the rhythm section of 
his band Cold Sun, Mike Richey and Hugh 
Patton. Erickson remained insistent that he 
man the guitar solely, while Miller dusted 
off his electrified autoharp and fuzz box. 

Re-sequencing the word “bible,” the 
newly christened Blieb Alien folded in 


Dylanesque folk rockers including “Song 
for Abe Lincoln” and “Warning (Social and 
Social-Political Injustices),” which seemed 
to equate Republican politics with grave 
robbing, alongside new slasher film cuts 
“Don’t Slander Me” and “Stand for the Fire 
Demon.” That went over well with the 
movie crowd. Further bookings saw Blieb 
Alien employing Alice Cooper-inspired 
theatricality, such as donning lab coats to 
bring out Erickson in a straitjacket to sing 
“You’re Gonna Miss Me.” 

Some found this in bad taste given the 
bandleader’s psychiatric confinement, but 
parodying his reputation originated with 
Erickson. Fatefully, those inclinations 


found an instant fan in a fellow big dreamer, 
Doug Sahm, who saw the future of rock in 
the psychotic reactions of his fellow Texan’s 
Hammer Films fixation. According to 
Shawn Sahm, preserver of Doug Sahm’s 
estate since 1999, his parent experienced 
something of a premonition in 1973. 

Booked at Max’s Kansas City in New 
York for three nights to promote his all- 
star Atlantic Records country rock mas¬ 
terpiece, Doug Sahm & Band, the San 
Antonio hepcat cast his gaze from the 
stage and spied the New York Dolls star¬ 
ing back at him. A glam rock distillation 
of the Rolling Stones and Shangri-Las 
with the MC5’s amplifiers - wearing every 


item in a thrift store women’s department 
at once, faces caked in Max Factor and 
Maybelline - the Dolls became a blue¬ 
print for punk rock. Keith Richards wor¬ 
ship from guitarist Johnny Thunders, 
blitzkrieg power chords, and sour-note 
Chuck Berry leads proved seminal to the 
coming aesthetic. 

Shawn vividly recalls Rocky Morales, 
hired by his father for the engagement, 
storming into Doug’s Gramercy Park Hotel 
suite and exclaiming, “Ay, man! There’s this 
tall blonde dude in a nurse’s uniform stand¬ 
ing outside!” Clearly, nothing on San 
Antone’s Southside R&B scene prepared 
the saxophonist for the sight of Dolls bassist 
Arthur “Killer” Kane. 

A GATHERING OF TEXANS 

Fast forward two years. Bursting back- 
stage during Blieb Alien’s two-night stand 
at the Ritz, April 25-26, 1975, Doug Sahm 
insisted nothing in Austin tied Erickson to 
Texas. Come to the West Coast, waved the 
legendary motormouth emphatically - 
make it big out here! 

Bill Miller proved hard-pressed to dis¬ 
agree, although it meant the death of 
Blieb Alien. 

“Nobody took [Roky] seriously until we 
did that first gig,” Miller told Ben Graham 
in his history of Texas psychedelia, A Gath¬ 
ering of Promises. “It was fortunate Roky 
left Austin when he did, because there was 
just nothing there for him. There were just 
people who wanted to water down what he 
was doing.” 

Freda & the Firedogs’ Bobby Earl Smith, 
who witnessed a reconstituted Elevators 
tear up a festival bill their bands shared, 
remembers it differently. 

“People loved Roky Erickson in Austin,” 
he says. “They were so excited to see him 
after he got out of Rusk [State Hospital]. 
There was lot of love for Roky here.” 

David Bowie cast his initial Ziggy Star¬ 
dust spotlight upon proto-punk influences 
Lou Reed, Iggy Pop, and Mott the Hoople. 
Doug Sahm exercised his own Texas roots 
version of this principle. 

“Dad was great about that,” notes young¬ 
est son Shandon Sahm, a notable rocker in 
his own right dating back to Nineties metal¬ 
lurgists Pariah and later Southwestern acid 
punks the Meat Puppets. “He could pro¬ 
mote himself all day, but he would also 
promote his friends: Aw, man! You gotta 
hear Flaco [Jimenez], man! He plays that 
accordion, that polka shit!”’ 

Sahm guested Erickson with a reunited 
Sir Douglas Quintet during a three-night 
booking at Hollywood’s Palomino Club, 
July 18-20, 1975. Creem writer Gregg Turner 
retrospectively recalled Erickson as “a 
super-rocking Dracula” in his black cape

and Rasputin-like hair and beard. He roared through “Two 
Headed Dog,” “Don’t Shake Me Lucifer,” “Starry Eyes,” 
and “You’re Gonna Miss Me,” astonishing all with his 
impassioned intonations. The performances convinced 
Sahm’s tour manager, Craig Luckin, to administer 
Erickson’s publishing with an eye toward relocating the 
horror rocker to California. 

“They were friends,” says local historian and author Joe 
Nick Patoski of Erickson and Sahm. “The Elevators and 
Quintet had played together out in San Francisco at the 
Avalon in ’67. Doug, in my mind, encouraged Roky to come 
out of his shell, start a band, and play this gig, and definite¬ 
ly talked him into recording.” 

“I remember Doug bringing Roky up to his house behind 
Soap Creek Saloon, this beautiful two-story house on five 
acres he rented forever,” affirms Shawn Sahm. “I remem¬ 
ber Roky describing the shock treatments he got in Rusk, 
saying that when they flipped the switch, it felt like a 
brick hitting him upside the head.” 

The two Lone Stars returned to Austin that 
August for a four-hour recording session at Pecan 
Street Studios, financed to the tune of $500 by 
Sahm. Reuniting Erickson with Blieb Alien, 

Sahm produced and contributed chugging gui¬ 
tar warped by an overdriven phase shifter. 

Patoski observed. 

“I walked in, I don’t know many hours into 
it,” he says. “My memory is of all these crazy 
people running back and forth. You’re in this 
room, everyone’s getting high on weed, it’s 
crazy and noisy, and here comes Billy Bill 
Miller. I don’t think I’d met him before. He’s 
running around, strumming his autoharp, and 
someone else is criss-crossing in the other direc¬ 
tion with a guitar. 

“And it’s just twanging and noise. There’s no 
organization ! And with Doug at the top of the 
organizational chart, you know it isn’t getting orga¬ 
nized. This is Doug in control, and that’s the way he 
operated.” 

“He helped a lot - rolling joints,” says Miller of Patoski. 

“My overriding memory of the session is the joy in the 
air,” chimes in Bobby Earl Smith, a frequent partner in 
Sahm’s adventures before becoming one of Austin’s fin¬ 
est attorneys. “You don’t hear ‘joy’ used a lot to describe 
rock & roll bands, but they were joyful. They were so 
happy to be together. They were so happy to be record¬ 
ing. Rock & roll is supposed to be fun, and they were 
having fun.” 

Sahm rang up Smith that morning, asking for help with 
the session. Smith says his major role consisted of tapping 
his host on the shoulder after many havoc-wracked hours, 
because the engineer had advised him that although they 
were getting a sweetheart deal on recording time, once the 
clock ran out that was it. For being the voice of reason, 
Smith received a co-production credit as “Bob Smith” on 
the final release. 

“Ninety percent of the record would be in his head,” 
Shandon Sham says of his father’s work methodology. “If 
Roky or the band had a part and it was good, I’m sure he’d 
use it. But on his own sessions, for which he usually had 
whole arrangements already in mind, Doug would go over 
to the horn section and tell them, ‘I want bee-dop-boop-dah- 
dah in that bar.’ They’d play bee-dop-boop-dah-dah, and 
he’d say, ‘Yep, that’s it!”’ 


TWO HEADED DAWG 

Tracking sheets located by Shawn Sahm in his father’s 
archives indicate four tunes emerged from the chaos at Pecan 
Street Studios. Chunky rocker “Don’t Shake Me Lucifer” and 
haunting ballad “Goodbye Sweet Dreams” seem to have disap¬ 
peared, but “Red Temple Prayer (Two Headed Dog),” Erickson’s 
most scorching, tortured, horror rocker, and the gentle, Buddy 
Holly-tinged “Starry Eyes,” written for Dana Gaines, became a 
single on Mars Records. The latter, with its pretty accompani¬ 
ment and Erickson’s plaintive vocal, wound up a favorite on 
Austin’s cosmic cowboy radio station KOKE-FM. 


“I remember Roky describing the 
shock treatments he got in Rusk, 
saying that when they flipped the 
switch, it felt like a brick hitting 
him upside the head.”

“Two Headed Dog,” on the other hand, slammed its VU 
meter into the red. Everything’s compressed to hell and 
smashed flat against your face. Sahm’s churning chords 
slam against Miller’s fuzz-drenched autoharp, more dan¬ 
gerous and sharp-toned than Tommy Hall’s amplified jug. 

For his part, Erickson yowls like a man undergoing elec¬ 
troshock therapy: u Two-headed dawg, two-headed dawg, 
I’ve been working in the Kremlin with a two-headed dawg!” 
Here’s a man standing on a cliff, seeing nothing but a void 
below and fixin’ to gleefully swan-dive in anyway. 


“I remember when it came out,” says Shandon Sahm. 
“For some reason, the black lettering with the red label 
stood out. It got played for a while there at the house down 
from Soap Creek. Dad had this nice Seventies stereo. We 
listened to the first Kiss album on that one, too.” 

Before long, Roky and Dana relocated to the Bay Area, 
Erickson leading new hard rock band the Aliens, managed 
by Luckin. Miller joined in the new year, adding his corrosive 
autoharp to an audio assault resembling the head Alien front¬ 
ing Blue Oyster Cult. As 1976 wore on, the 7-inch intensifica¬ 
tion of Erickson’s gifts began reaching important ears, all of 
which tuned into the fractures forming in Seventies rock’s 
slick facade and cheered on the thorny weeds sprouting from 
the cracks. 

British chronicler of sonically violent and dark-toned rock 
for the NME, Nick Kent, pronounced “Two Headed Dog” a 
“vision of psychotic dread ... a record of unique mood and 
power.” Rolling Stone reviewed it alongside a new UK 
export titled “Anarchy in the UK,” calling it a prime 
example of this new musical movement. Indeed, three 
years ahead of Austin claiming any homegrown acts 
of this ilk, “Red Temple Prayer (Two Headed Dog)” 
stood alongside Patti Smith’s “Piss Factory,” 
Television’s “Little Johnny Jewel,” and Pere Ubu’s 
‘30 Seconds Over Tokyo” as one of punk’s first 
independent 45 rpm outbursts. Neither Erickson 
nor Doug Sahm qualified as punk rockers, but 
like Lou Reed, they helped set the stage for the 
music revolution of the late Seventies. 

In fact, there’s a long history of leaders from 
previous bohemian movements becoming inspi¬ 
rations and participants in the counterculture’s 
next phase. Witness Neal Cassady, the real life 
Dean Moriarty of Jack Kerouac’s seminal beat text 
On the Road, becoming driver/muse to Ken Kesey 
and the Merry Pranksters in Sixties San Francisco. 
With seven vinyl inches of sonic napalm, Sahm and 
Erickson similarly nurtured punk’s birth locally. As 
the movement gathered speed, the latter appeared 
and reappeared as a baseline to the homegrown DIY 
movement and an influence on punk culture worldwide. 
“My older son, John Mark, is an instructor at Texas 
State,” says Bobby Earl Smith. “He was talking about Roky 
and said, ‘Y’know, I can’t think of any other artist who suc¬ 
cessfully made the transition between being an early rock 
& roll star to punk rock.’ Roky did, and was true to its form. 
He wasn’t a dilettante playing at it. He was it.” 

“That man could smell scenes a mile away!” Shandon 
practically yelps of his father. “He just had that innate thing.” 

Bill Miller, another child of the Sixties who’d been wait¬ 
ing for something like this to happen, didn’t even realize 
himself a participant. “In 1975, they wanted to run me out 
of town,” he recalls 44 years later. “Doug Sahm really ‘got 
it,’ but did not know what to call it. Roky also knew some¬ 
thing new was coming. I could not see it. I wish I had 
listened more to Doug and also Roky.” 

Meantime, at least two dispossessed young men who 
helped shape Austin’s underground listened closely to 
Erickson, Sahm, and Miller, too. 

“‘Two Headed Dog!”’ Jesse Sublett raves now. “One of 
the greatest rock songs ever, and the lyrics are one of the 
hardest set of lines to fucking memorize - ever. Eddie 
Munoz brought that single over and the first time I heard 
it, it felt like my skin was on fire.” ■

CHERUBS 

Immaculada High (Relapse) 

Hair turns gray, skin wrinkles, metabolisms slow, but some human facets never 
get old. Case in point: the wild-eyed, playful spite of Cherubs. If 2 Ynfynyty, the 
Austin post-punk trio’s 2015 comeback after two decades of retirement, served as 
notice that middle age hadn’t dulled the band, Immaculada High proves its psyche¬ 
delic noise more potent than ever. Vanguard track “Turista” leads the way by laying 
waste to its surroundings like a battering ram with a rusty gyroscope. “Sooey Pig” 
moves from caffeinated dash to heroin crawl, oozing vibes of entropic extinction via 
the anamorphic decay of guitarist Kevin Whitley and the lugubrious thump of drummer Brent Prager. Hints of classic rock leak 
from “Full Regalia” and “IMCG” before quickly succumbing to corruption. Bassist Owen McMahon usually doubles Whitley, 
giving the grating riffs a burly power that never melts into incomprehensibility. For all the violence on tap here, however, the 
songs emit little true malice. Cherubs look around their world and roll their collective eyes, but there’s a cheerful wave to 
the band’s destruction - the what-do-you-expect rumble of a charging rhino rather than the malevolent precision of a panzer 
strike. Immaculada High finds Cherubs more interested in shaking civilization up than burning it down.

CALLIOPE MUSICALS 

Color/Sweat (Rhyme & Reason) 

While 2016 breakout Time Owes 
You Nothing flourished jangled psych, 

Calliope Musicals’ studio debut also 
bore down on the songwriting. The 
Best New Austin Band at the 2015- 
16 Austin Music Awards now strums 
a little less folk in grafting the heart 
of South Austin culture onto a hip¬ 
ster aesthetic, with electronic chords and mainstream-defying 
vibraphone. At first, Color/Sweat sounds like some of the 
weirder fringe pop brewing locally for the past two decades- 
plus, especially given frontwoman Carrie Fussell’s tendency for 
theatrics and whooping off-key. Yet beneath the surface bounce 
some hidden gems. “That’s Why We Dance” cuts a rug with 
ABBA’S “Dancing Queen,” overlaying electro energy with Craig 
Finkelstein’s vibraphone and exhilarating vocals that contem¬ 
plate, “You say God made it all / Then who made God?" Other 
standout tracks include “Whole Without It,” which slows down 
its tempo with soft electric guitar that makes the listener mellow 
out into a blissful coagulation, and “Golden Clouds.” The latter 
spikes the mood back up with a guitar riff that recalls fellow 
locals the Butthole Surfers, along with bellowing lyrics that 
are sure to lodge in your frontal cortex until your government- 
mandated lobotomy.

DAYGLOW 

Fuzzybrain 

Like golden rays peeking through 
autumn mist, synths ripple and inter¬ 
twine with reverb shuffles and delayed 
split-coil notes on “False Direction,” 
the opener to Dayglow’s uber confi¬ 
dent Fuzzybrain. Austin’s best kept 
secret, Sloan Struble’s debut already 
amassed over 5 million Spotify plays, 
and while the UT dropout and Texas native credits that to play¬ 
list algorithms, there’s more to unpack on this eight-track gem. 
Having taught himself the basics of GarageBand at age 10, the 


now 19-year-old credits himself as the sole songwriter, producer, 
performer, and mixer here, yielding impressive results. Single 
“Can I Call You Tonight?” blasts into the stratosphere as his 
voice echoes like astral feedback. Synths and guitar slink wrap 
“Hot Rod” in bright ribbon pop, but flips the over-romanticized 
iconography for self-aware innocence, conceding, “Maybe Tm 
not all that you thought / ... / Maybe you're not such a hot rod.” 
Beyond expert bedroom pop, the album fits into a broader spec¬ 
trum where sun-kissed indie tiptoes into electro pop. “False 
Direction” shifts to Phoenix’s hook arrangements, “Run the 
World!!!” streamlines Two Door Cinema Club, and “Fair Game” 
commingles Of Montreal’s bass flare with MGMT’s synth under¬ 
current. Melancholic standout twofer “Dear Friend” and “Junior 
Varsity” gleams with Struble’s songwriting potential, wherein 
his youthful ennui caresses genuine emotion.

pataphysics 

The Future of Synth-Rock 
(First Humans) 

Listening to Pataphysics’ jittery 
new 29-track album feels somehow 
like being sucked into a televi¬ 
sion set and trapped in a loop of 
deranged, demonic Eighties com¬ 
mercials. “Wheeled Warriors,” for 
instance, is actually a breakneck 
pseudo-jingle. While Devo serves as an obvious sonic touch¬ 
stone on the latest from this local quartet, Pataphysics’ third 
synthed-out LP rarely veers into catchy territory, instead zig¬ 
zagging around unpredictable absurdity at whiplash speed. Pat 
Healy’s voice goes from a low vibrato to a theatrical screech 
on the title track, promising, “We are the future of synth rock," 
before he swings around to implore, “Don’t listen to Brian Eno!” 
Later, “(FT) Fax Machine” rails against cubicle culture with the 
near-gleeful whoop, “Fuck the fax machine.” Soon thereafter, 
one track whines for 13 seconds about being trapped in a cave 
(“The Cave”). Despite the more palatable moments - the catchy 
“Cool Ride” or the gorgeous synths undulating beneath Healy’s 
electrifying emotive shrieks on “Sports” - The Future of Synth- 
Rock never quite lets you settle in with the titular promise.

Ride Me Back Home 
(Legacy) 

The Willie Nelson renais¬ 
sance continues. Following 
up last year’s double shot of 
Sinatra covers and Last Man 
Standing with enough new 
gems to sparkle up the set 
list, Ride Me Back Home also lingers heavily on mor¬ 
tality, though with a distinct Willie wink on the light, 
rolling originals “Come on Time” and “One More Song 
to Write.” Poignancy instead strikes with Guy Clark’s 
bittersweet “My Favorite Picture of You” and timely 
“Immigrant Eyes,” along with the horse sanctuary title 
track. The family rollick of Mac Davis’ “It’s Hard to Be 
Humble” injects some fun, but the piano-tinkled “Stay 
Away From Lonely Places” shines with classic Nelson 
songwriting magic. ★★★V 

MIKE & THE 
MOONPIES 

Cheap Silver & Solid 
Country Gold 

Having burnt up the better 
part of America’s highways, 
honky-tonk road dogs Mike 
& the Moonpies hit Europe 
and returned with an even 
more classic country sound. 

Recruiting the London Symphony Orchestra and 
recording at Abbey Road Studios, the Austin quintet 
immediately resets on opener “Cheap Silver” as a 
sharp rush of strings bend into a lush sway under 
Mike Harmeier’s barstool croon. The result drives 
the locals into Seventies Mickey Gilley territory, while 
“You Look Good in Neon” swings behind smooth steel 
and “Danger” taps Shooter Jennings. Aaron Sinclair’s 
“Young in Love” rings gorgeous and melancholy, 
as does the closing, string-laden cover of “London 
Homesick Blues.” Old dogs sometimes learn excep¬ 
tional new tricks. ★★★★ 


JESSE DAYTON 

Mixtape Vol. 7 
(Blue Elan) 

Jesse Dayton retains 
a knack for upending the 
expected, so his wide-ranging 
set of covers reaches char¬ 
acteristically broad. Digging 
his heels into everything 
from the Clash to Gordon 
Lightfoot, Austin’s hardcore honky-tonker also lays 
into the full-tilt boogie of Dr. Feelgood’s “She Does 
It Right” and blues raucousness of AC/DC’s “Whole 
Lotta Rosie.” Although his hard drawl torques easier 
melodies like Elton John’s “Country Comfort” less 
effectively, Dayton’s growling makeover of Jackson 
Browne’s “Redneck Friend” and the laid-back dance 
hall turn of the Cars’ “Just What I Needed” crackle 
as smart and surprising interpretations. ★★★

Church on Monday 
Album Release 

CONTINENTAL CLUB GALLERY, MONDAY 12 



In a town that routinely neglects America’s world culture contribu¬ 
tion, jazz flourishes above the Continental Club every Monday at 
8:30pm for six years running. In that slanted and enchanted speak¬ 
easy, bandleader Elias Haslanger blows his tenor sax like a Fifties 
Blue Note mainstay as organist Dr. James Polk conjures music of the 
spheres and the rhythm section of guitarist Tommy Howard, bassist 
Daniel Durham, and beat-keeper Scott Laningham circles the wagons. 
None ever play to an empty room. 

“I make a point to include the audience writes native Austinite 
Haslanger. “I’ve been to sooooo many jazz shows where the leader 
dares the audience to understand the music. So wrong. When I 
toured with Maynard Ferguson, he showed me what a true bandleader 
and entertainer is supposed to do: Have fun and invite the audience 
in on the fun.” 

Second live document of the popular residency, For Being There 
captures the inherent post-World War II vibe of the scene without ever 
courting retro cliches. 

“There’s something to the Blue Note vibe - the suits, the cigarettes, 
the photos, the artwork - that appeals to almost everyone,” affirms 
Haslanger. “It takes people to a place and time that is so cool. Plus, 
the music set a very, very high bar people are still trying to reach.” 

So, jazz man, place yourself on any bandstand in music history, 
adding your instrument to the chorus. Who, where, when, why? 

“Oh man, tough one. So many great bands. Here are a couple: 
Coltrane’s Impulse Quartet is probably my favorite band of all time. 
The energy, the connection, the spiritual nature of the music. Simply 
otherworldly. And the Miles Davis Quintet: Incredible communication, 
writing (mostly Wayne Shorter), improvisational agility. They seem to 
float in the ether and can instantly go any direction they want - 
almost telepathic with their communication.” - Raoul Hernandez

Austin’s Moving - Security 
Deposits and Late Rent Penalties 

It’s the time of year when many Austinites are on the move. 
This week’s column addresses common landlord & tenant ques¬ 
tions on security deposits and late rent lease provisions. 

I want to tell my landlord to use my security deposit as par¬ 
tial payment for my last month’s rent because I think he may try 
to cheat me out of all or part of my security deposit. 

Bad idea. The security deposit is designed to protect the 
landlord in case you damage the property. It is not intended to 
be a substitute for the last month’s rent. Under Texas law, if a 
tenant uses the security deposit as the last month’s rent, the 
landlord may be able to recover three times the amount of the 
rent withheld, as well as his attorney’s fees, if he has to take you 
to court to recover the rent. 

Are “late rent" penalties enforceable? 

Yes, if there is a late-rent provision (sometimes called a “late 
fee”) in the written lease agreement. In many situations, a lease 


will require a tenant to pay an additional late fee if the rent is 
paid after the due date and any additional grace period. This is 
allowable underTexas law, even though there is no statute in Texas 
that specifically addresses late fees, as long as the penalty is not 
extremely excessive (sometimes referred to as “unconscionable”). 
Be sure to read your lease carefully before signing it so that you 
understand what penalties will apply if your rent payment is late. 

I moved out of my old apartment more than two months ago, 
but my old landlord still hasn’t returned my security deposit. 
How long can she hold on to the security deposit? 

Texas law requires a landlord to refund a security deposit 
to a tenant by the 30th day after the tenant moves out. How¬ 
ever, the landlord is not obligated to return a tenant’s security 
deposit until the tenant gives the landlord a written statement 
of the tenant’s forwarding address. In these situations, it can 
be helpful to send a letter, preferably via certified mail, to the 
landlord verifying the tenant’s mailing address and informing 
the landlord that Texas law requires the security deposit to be 
returned within 30 days.
